TO DISAVOW STEVENS. 


Hawaii's Provisional Govern- 
ment Secures Arms, 


RIFLES AND MACHINE GUNS. 


‘Minister Willis Makes a Report of the 
Armament. 


HOW THE OUTLOOK IS VIEWED. 


Wasurnator, D. C., Nov. 16.—[Special,]— 
Secretary Gresham took the first step back- 
ward this afternoon. He sent for Senator 
Morgan of the Foreign Relations committee 
in the Senate. Mr. Morgan has been frank in 
his condemnation of Mr. Gresham’s proposed 
restoration of Queen Liliuokalani. Mr. Mor- 
gan was closeted with Secretary Gresham all 
the afternoon. It is reliably stated that dur- 
ing the interview Mr. Gresham assured Mr. 
Morgan that the administration’s intentions 
had been seriously misinterpreted. He said 
there was no intention of any resort to 
arms, and that Minister Willis would 
not under any circumstances call 
upon United States marines and blue 
jackets to assist the Queen. The attitude 
of the United States would be purely diplo- 
matic and would content itself with a dis- 
avowal of the former steps tuken by United 
States Minister Stevens and the United States 
naval force in assisting in the establishment 
of the present provisional government. 

Definite news was obtained tonight concern- 
ing the military strength of the Hawaiian 
provisional government. Since the over- 
throw of the monarchy it has secured several 
hundred stands of arms in addition to those 
which it gained on taking possession of the 
government. It has fully 1,600 breech- 
loading rifles at its disposal, together 
with Gatlings and other machine guns. 
It has also largely increased its 
stores of ammunition. This has been 
done gradually and it cannot be stated 
just how much munitions of war have been 
landed lately. There may have been some 
on the ship which took out Minister Willis, 
as he had among his fellow-passengers several 
annexationists of the stripe that Secretary 
Gresham stigmatizes as aliens.“ 

Last spring when the purchase of arms first 
begun the representatives of the provisional 
government on the Pacifie coast could not 
find fifty rifles available for shipment. Grad- 
ually, however, munitions of all kinds have 
been shipped. The provisional government 
never harbored the idea of using them against 
the naval forces of the United States, but they 
were procured to prevent any attempt of the 
Queen's partisans to secure her restoration 
through an uprising of the Kanaka natives. 

Little Chance in a Conflict. 


Mr. Willis must have known from these 
conditions that the followers of Liluokalani 
would have little chance in a conflict at arms

Minister he would be slow to precipitate 
a conflict, even though he had to in- 
fringe on his instructions from Washington. 
This news at the State and Navy De- 
partments startled all into the fear that 
in spite of all the precautions there might be 
bloodshed. If the administration gets out of 
this scrape there will be less cunning and 
less secrecy in the next chapter of its foreign 
policy. The mysterious cipher message 
which caused so much uneasiness was the 
statement that before the departure of the 
China mail steamer the provisional govern- 
ment had on hand 1,600 rifles, two Gatlings, 
and four Maxim guns. 

The belief in navy circles is that the provis- 
ional government has recently added to its 
stock of arms and ammunition. The mémbers 
of the Hawaiian legation here won’t discuss the 
story, for they say that, having no knowledge 
of the intention of the United States 
to make war on them, it would be 
improper to speculate on what their 
own government might have been doing to 
repelan armed invasion. In a general way 
they say itis known to everybody that last 
spring the provisional government secured 
arms for its militia, and it also has the Gat- 
lings which were used by the monarchy to 
quell former revolutions. 

Strength of Both Sides, 


There is every reason to believe that the in- 
sey sane of the Navy Department is in a de- 
gree Correct, and that while not looking for 

the United States to restore the Queen, the 
provisional government had been preparing 
itself for any emergency. The available 
force of police officers and guards on hourly 
duty in Honolulu is 280, while there is a re- 
serve militia of 500, which can be called 
together in thirty minutes’ notice, and there 
are further reserves which swell the total en- 
rolled under the provisional government to 
1,100. It is supposed that 500 more could 
be had. from the other islands. While the 
news said to be contained in Minister Willis’ 
dispatch that he would not use the marines to 
forcibly restore the Queen until he communi- 
cated further with Washington is in a measure 
reassuring, and while the provisional govern- 
ment will not enter into armed conflict with 
the United States, there is still an element of 
„which is cause enough for. the anxiety 

of the administration. 
Minister Willis, through his instructions, is 
in supreme command of the naval 
forces. Ordinarily naval commander will 
his forces at the request of an American 
Minister, but if his judgment is against such

There seems 
not to be the slightest idea that the provision- 
al government will fall into the ambush so 
carefully laid for it, and consent to have the 
Queen go back with the privilege of sharing 
its administration with her. 
Extraordinary Condition of Affairs. 

The condition of affairs on the islands all 
this time must be extraordinary. If Mipister 
Willis has simply announced that President 
Cleveland has decided that the Queen ought 
to go back, the question which must be in 
process ofsettlement is how she is going back. 
And if she has got back and the American 
marines have been withdrawn, the next 
steamer is likely to bring news of her second 
dethronement and of a bloody revolution, if 
not of widespread anarchy. From what is 
known there has been a perfect understanding 
among the supporters of the provisional gov- 
ernment that under no circumstances would 
they give up their arms and ammunition. 

The instructions which were to have gone 
out to Minister Willis by steamer from San 
Francisco today are quite elaborate, but their 
value may have been impaired by the news 
which the Australia will bring Saturday. A 
steamer left Victoria today which, it is under- 
stood, contained duplicate advices to the 
Hawaiian government from its representa- 
tives in this country. The route from Vic- 
toria is 250 miles longer than from San 
Francisco, but the vessel usually makes it in 
the same time. It may therefore get into 
Honolulu a day ahead of the Frisco steamer, 
and the anrexationists will have that much 
advantage in making known public sentiment 
in the United States. . 

Secretary Gresham, it is said, is in receipt 
of a great number of telegrams and letters 
commending the course pursued by him in 
the Hawaiian matter. None of these will be 
given out for publication, though some of 
them contain strong arguments in support of 
the Secretary’s position. 


COULD NOT SUSTAIN ITSELF, 


Monarchy if Restered Would Depend on 
American Ferce—Opinions of Citizens. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 16.—[United 
Press Dispatch. |—Charies R. Bishop, one of 
the most prominent residents of Honolulu, 
and who is on a visit to this city, when asked 
today for his views on the situation in the 
islands said: 

Should the Queen be restored to the 
throne itis at least doubtful whether mon- 
archy could be maintained without support 
from the Gavernment of the United States. 
Even with that backing there might be 
disturbances. From what I am told I 
think the feeling in Honolulu is strong 
against the restoration of the Queen. It 
looks now as if the best way out of the dif- 
ficulties there would be annexation to the 
United States and the establishment of a ter- 
ritorial form of government, There is more 
unity of sentiment at Honolulu against the 
restoration of Queen Liliuokalani than against 
the monarchical form of government. 4 
sociated with the movement which 
sulted in deposing the Queen 
were members of English business 
houses and others who do not favor annexa- 
tion. They would much prefer the creation 
of a regency to govern until Princess Kaui- 
lani shall come of age, but the great ma- 
jority of whites unquestionably favor annexa-

in full sympathy with the pro- 
visional government as opposed to 
the restoration of monarchy. The 
supporters of the Queen, almost without ex- 
ception, are people who have an ax to grind. 
The present government is made up of men 
of the highest standing in the business com- 
munity. Not more than one of them can be 
said to have bettered his condition by taking 
office. 

„Do I favor annexation? Frankly, no, 
though I am myself an American citizen by 
birth and American Consul. I think that an 
elective form of government should be estab- 
lished under an American protectorate. But 
I would like to see the men now 
at the head of affairs continued 
in power. The great difficulty in the way of 
annexation is the need of cheap labor on the 
sugar plantations. I do not see how that dif- 
ficulty could be overcome under annexation; 
but as for monarchy, Hawaii will have no 
more of that.“

Letter from the Hawalian Attorney-Gen- 
eral So Declares. 

Crvar Rarrps, Ia., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
W. W. Waterhouse of this city, who with his 
father has large commercial interests in 
the Hawaiian Islands, today received 
a letter from W. O. Smith, Attorney- 
General of the provisional government. 
The letter is of considerable length and deals 
exhaustively with all the questions regarding 
the restoration of Liliuokalani. Mr. Water- 
house says: 

„This letter being received before Minister 
Willis’ arrival at the islands gives it peculiar 
significance and shows clearly the sentiment 
prevailing there.“ The following is an ex- 
tract fram Mr. Smith's letter: 

While all are waiting and a few of the support- 
ers of the provisional government are restless 
there is a deep and abiding sentiment against re- 
turning toa monarchy and a determination to 
maintain good government that will not be sup- 
pressed and which will show/itself in armed re- 
sistance whenever occasion calls for it. As the 
time passes the overwhelming portion.of the in- 
telligent element of the community manifests 
more and more clearly that they will not submit 
to a return of the old order of things. 


SENATOR VOORHEES WILL NOT TALK, 


Denies That He Discussed Political Effect 
with Secretary Gresham, 

Terre Havre, Ind., Nov. 16.—Senator 
Voorhees has returned home and is in fine 
health, in spite of his labors as leader of the 
repeal forces on the silver bill. The Senator 
declined to discuss the Hawaiian question, 
pointing out the impropriety of giving ex- 
pression to his views until the report of 
Special Commissioner Blount shall be laid 
before Congress or made public. The Sen- 
ator says that the special dispatches giving a 
purported interview between himself and 
Secretary Gresham regarding the ill political 
effects sure to follow the Secretary’s position 
on the Hawaiian question are without founda- 
tion in fact. Senator Voorhees declares that 
he has not seen Secretary Gresham for a week 
or two past, and has at no time discussed with 
him that grave question, Senator Voorhees 
will remain here until Congress convenes.

FIRES INTO THE HALL 


ORANK OREATHS GREAT OONSTERNA- 
TIOW IN DELMONI00’S.

After Looking Upon the Crowds of People 
Who Had Just Left the Horse Show 
He Runs Through the Restaurant, Fir- 
ing Five Shots=Says He Did Not Want 
to Kill AnyoneeElkins-Bruner and 
Roberts-Miller Weddings=Gov. McKin- 
ley Is Enthustastically Received, 


New Yors, Noy. 16.—[Special.]|—A well- 
built, sharp featured young man with a pair 
of glaring, light blue eyes turned into Fifth 
avenue about 5:30 o'elock this evening, 
and leaning against the iron railing in front 
of Delmonico’s peered through the windows. 
He drew a revolver and shaking it above his 
head and shrieking Curse the rich; curse 
them new and for all time,” he leveled his 
revolver at the restaurant windows and fired. 
The bullet passed through a second-story win- 
dow, burying itself in the decorated ceiling 
and spreading panic among the people, who 
had come from the horse show. Yelling the 
“crank”? ran toward the door of the restau- 
rant, The second shot passed into the restau- 
rant directly over one of the tables at the 
height of a diner’s chest and buried itself in 
the western wall of the room. 

Shrieking Down with the rich” at every 
jump the frenzied man rushed straight at the 
main door opening into the restaurant lobby. 
Bang went shot number three and the whist- 
ling bullet flattened against the iron decora- 
tions of the door as the crank ”’ dashed 
through it. When he reached thedining-room 
door terrorized ladies crouched behind pale- 
faced escorts, while the waiters were seen in 
acrobatic efforts at escape. Be it said to Man- 
ager Garnier’s credit he did not run—that is, 
not far. Selecting a centrally-located table 
he disappeared under it at shot No, 2. and 
from this reasonably safe retreat filled the 
house with trumpet-toned cries of murder, 
Throwmg hauteur and dignity to the four 
winds all made a break for the windows 
opening into West Twenty-sixth street. 

Only two of these windows were open, and 
into them the terrorized crowd had securely 
wedged itself—separate masses of kicking 
feet and waving arms—when the “ crank ” 
jumped into the restaurant. He promptly 
fired a fourth shot aimlessly at the ceiling, 
bringing down a shower of plaster, and was 
leveling his revolver fora fifth when one of 
the plucky men, small and wiry, no match 
physically for the frenzied intruder, grabbed 
him by the throat, Felix J. Jewell, engineer 
of fire engine No, 16, rushed in and took the 
smoking weapon from the madman’s hand, 
but not before the fifth and final shot was 
fired, the bullet burying itself in the floor. 
Park Policeman James Dillon arrived just as 
Jewell disarmed the crank. At the station the 
prisoner responded readily, in fact cheerfully, 
to Sergt, Lane’s questions. 

„My name is G. A. Roeth,“ said he. I am 
28 years old and live at No. 530 West Forty- 
sixth street. Lou see, Sergeant.“ and he 
laughed pleasantly as he said it. I don’t like 
to see the rich people enjoy all the blessings of 
life while the poor starve. I did this shoot ing 
tonight with the idea of frightening them into 
a change of heart. Don’t you see? On the 
dead level I did not intend to kill any one.“

A SEMINARY AT MADISON, WIS, 
BURNED AND TWO LIVES LOST. 


Maggie Stack of Chicago One of the vie- 
tims, and Frances Henneberg, Another 
Chicago Girl, Is Not Expected to Live- 
Institution Conducted by the Domin- 
iean Sisters and Given to Them by Ex- 
Mayor Washburne’s Uncle Four Evans- 
ton Firebugs Arrested. 

Mantsox, Wis., Nov. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Edgewood Female Seminary, a Catholic insti- 
tution eonducted by the Dominican Sisters 
and valued at about $75,000, was destroyed 
by fire tonight and two lives were lost. They 
Were:

RICE, MARJORIE, of Stevens Point. Wis. 


STACK, MAGGIE, of No. 645 Forty-fifth street, 


Chicago. 
‘ Badly Suffocated,

SISTER, name not known; sick in the building; 
expected to recover. 

The bodies of the little girls who were killed 
were brought by the sisters to the St. Regina 
Catholic School in this city and are being 
cared for by an undertaker. A Coroner’s jury 
was sworn in and viewed the remains. 

The cause of the fireis unknown. It started 
in the upper story of the main building, where 
the girl students were sleeping, shortly after 
8:30 o’clock. Before the sisters in charge 
knew of the fire the halls in the upper part of 
the building were completely filled with 
smoke. The sisters made daring efforts to 
save their little charges, but work as they 
would they could not save all the children. 

In one room, in which or near which the 
fire must have originated, were sleeping little 
Margie Rice and M Stack. Access to 
their room was almost impossible, it being 
completely filled with smoke. When the little 
ones were finally reached their bodies were 
lifeless, they having been suffocated to death. 
Margie Rice was 7 years old and Maggie Stack 
was 6 years old. 

Another little girl, Frances Henneberg, was 
nearly dead from suffocation, but at last re- 
port it was thought she would live, 

A panic among the fifty children who 
scrambled from their beds seemed inevitable 
and the loss of life would surely have been 
much greater but for the good work of the 
sisters. In their white and black flowing 
robes they hurried about the big building and 
with words of comfort mingled with repeat- 
ed prayers quieted the children and soon 
marched them out of the building and saw 
them safe in surrounding buildings. 

Edgewood Seminar) is situated on the 
south shore of Lake Wingra, about two and a 
half miles southwest of Madison, andis not 
connected either by telephone or telegraph 
with the city. A messenger was hurriedly 
dispatched toa suburb of Madison and an 
alarm of fire sent in. The fire department 
hurried to the scene, but it was after 9:30 
o’clock when it arrived and the flames could 
not be quenched. 

Efforts were made to save the other build- 
ings of the institution, but shortly after 10 
o'clock an elegant new building being erected 
at a cost of over $35,000 caught fire and was 
consumed, Other smaller buildings were 
consumed, and the seminary is practically de- 
stroyed.

FIREBUGS ARE LODGED IN JAIL. 


Guy L. Curts Makes a Confession to Incen- 
diarism and Implicates Three Others. 


Evanston’s firebugs have been captured. 
The reign of terror which overshadowed ev- 
ery property-owner and citizen of that pretty 
suburb since April last is at an end and the 
authors of twelve fires and more than 
twice that many attempts to burn prop 
erty have been discovered and two 
of them are safe behind ‘the bars. 
They are Edward Randt and Guy Curts. Two 
others, Louis, alias Bunt, Eiffler and Tom 
Curry, were arrested at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing by Constable Sam Harrison on State war- 
rants sworn out by City Attorney George 8. 
Baker charging them with arson, These two 
were implicated by the confession of Curts, 
and on the strength of this the arrests fol- 
lowed, 

Eiffler, who it is said was the leader, is the 
son of ‘Benedict Eiffler of No. 921 Greenleaf 
street. Randt is the 18-year-old son of W. C. 
Randt,a prominent grocer, Curts is well 
connected. 

Nothing of late has so much stirred Evans- 
ton people as the frequent occurrence of 
incendiary fires, started with increas- 
ing regularity for nearly five months. 
For a time each Friday night 
brought a new terror. The people as well as the 
police were mystified and thoroughly alarmed. 
Finally an attempt was made on the big ele- 
vator of the Evanston Elevator company. 

One night early in September one of the 
Layton houses on Greenleaf street was set on 
fire. It was discovered before the building 
had been seriously damaged and before 
the fagots with which the fire was 
started had been consumed. A reporter fur 
Tue Tripuns found a number of pieces 
of wood, These were taken, put to- 
gether, and a name was made out, 
It was reasoned that the wood was either 
stolen from the place indicated by the name 
discovered, or that some one connected with 
that place had something to do with the incen- 
diary work. : 

Then inquiry resulted in suspicion falling 
upon Edward Randt, one of the young men 
now under arrest. Eiffler and Curry, his com- 
panions, then fell under suspicion. 

Curts Makes a Confession. 


Curts and Randt went camping at Park 
Ridge in October. It was there that these two 
were implicated in an assault upon 
a farm worker, Henry C. Fricke. and 
were committed to jail to await trial in the 
Criminal Court. During Curta’ stay in jail 
a reporter for Tun Txrrsuns had frequent 
interviews with him and finally yesterday se- 
cured a confession implicating the three 
young men, Randt, Eiffler, and Curry. His 
confession is: 

My name is Guy L. Curts. I live in the City of 
Evanston, State of Illinois, County of Cook. I 
have absolute knowledge of the incendiary fires 
that have occurred at divers times in the City of 
Evanston since April, 1893, involving heavy loss 
on the property-owners of that city. Of my own 
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the same two men, but never burned. I was with 
them several times after the first attempt. 

8. Barn of Mr. Thompson, at the rear of his 
house fronting on Ridge avenue, near Evanston 
avenne. Ed Randt. Bunt Eiffer, and myself 
touched it off. This is the first time that I took 
any part in the fires. . 

4. Bunt Eiffler and Ed Randt tried to fire 
Crane’s barn on Ridge avenue. It did not burn, 
and those two and myself tried it another time, 
which trial was also unsuccessful. 

5. Bunt Eiffler and I puta fire under Winne’s 
barn in the rear of Hinman avenue. We went 
away, staid half an hour, came back, and found 
the fire no larger, but with apparently enough 
life to make it go. We went away and came 
back again in about half an hour, and still the 
fire was not much larger than when we touched 
it off. We then went into the ‘grove at 
Hinman avenue and Greenleaf street, adjoining 
Taylor's new houses, to await results. We fell 
asleep and slept until nearly 12 o’clock 
were awakened by the noise of the en, 
ing to the fire. We then ran to the 
helped the firemen get the hose out. We had lots 
of fun while the thing was burning up, but we 
were sorry when we found out there was so much 
valuable property stored in the barn; Had we 
known it we would not have set that fire. After 
the blaze was put out we rode on the South Ex- 
anston hose-cart to the fire-house and talked 
with the firemen on the way down and wondered 
who could have set that fire. i 

Sorry to Burn Up the Horse. 

6. The fire in the stable in the rear of Yeager’s 
house was set by Ed Randt, Bunt er, and 
Tom Curry. I was not around at that time, but 
they told me afterward they were sorry they 
burned up a horse, and if they had known at the 
time they set the fire the horse was in the stahle 
they would not have done it. 9 

7. Ed Randt and Bunt Eifler next tried to 
“touch off” Thomas Purnell’s house on Lee 
street, near Benson avenue, but it

10. When we got ready for the next fire we 
didn’t see any good mark so we thought we would 
just have a little blaze and we three set fire to 
the sidewalk at Maple avenue and Lee street. 
We piled leaves under the walk and set them on 
fire about midway from each end of the pile and 
had a fairly good fire. | 

11. The boys seemed to get tired of small fires 
and thought they would try a big one, so they got 
together in Randt’s barn. Ed Randt and Bunt 
Eiffier fixed a nice bundle of dry kindling and went 
up to Layton's house on Greenleaf street. They 
went to the rear and touched off the kindling 
under the steps leading into the kitchen. Before 
they left they fired one of the stables in the rear 
of the houses, but it didn’t burn. 

12. The last attempt was, I think, by Bunt 
Eifler alone. He got the kindling together in 
Randt’s barn, put t om in an old oikcloth grip 
and set them under i hompson's barn, in the rear 
of his house on Benson avenue, near’ Greenleaf 
street. After that Ed Randt and several other 
boys went camping, staid a few days and came 
back, and then Ed and I and George Pearce went 
camping again, this time at Park Ridge. It was 
there that we got in trouble by assaulting Henry 
C. Fricke.

A doorkey was found out- 
side Prunty’s door, and when it was 
found to t lock it was 


given out that the key was one which was 
specially made by the burglars. It now trans- 
pires that the key is the regular household 
doorkey, and its being found outside the door 
is explained by the police. They say the door 
was locked always on the inside at night and 
the key left in the lock. An exammation of 
the key shows that the end of the barrel is 
roughened as if it had been clamped in a vise. 
This, say the police, shows that the key was 
gripped from the outside by nippers, and as it 
turns easily gave ready access to the burglars. 
In order to insure their escape the men took 
out the key and replaced it in the lock from 
the outside. Their probable intention was if 
it was necessary to run to slam the door in 
the face of the pursuer and turn the key, thus 
effectually stopping immediate pursuit. So 
hot was the fight made by young — and 
so keen was the pursuit that it is thought the 
fleeing burglars had no time to put their 
scheme into effect. 

Though he may not be able to connect the 
arrested men with the Prunty murder, Capt. 
Blettner thinks he has two of them safe on 
another charge. Wednesday night Thomas 
Griffin, a West Congress street saloonkeeper, 
reported he had been held up and robbed by 
two men. Yesterday Griffin called at the sta- 
tion and identifled Burke and Hall as the men 
who hdd robbed him. The police say Burke’s 
right name is Wilson and that he is an old- 
time crook. 


HOW DID DOYLE COME TO FE SHOT? 


The Police Suspect He Was on J, D. Wen- 
zer’s Back Porch,

SAYS MILLER IS A CHRONIC DISTURBER. 


The Rev. C. F. Tolman Talks of His Charges 
Against Burmah Missions. 

Baptist people read with interest the New 
York dispatches published in Tue Trisung 
yesterday. detailing the charges against mis- 
sionaries made by the Rev. E. J. Miller. 

The American Baptist Missionary Union is 
the oldest organization of that denomination. 
It commenced its operations in 1812, when 
Adoniram Judson and Luther Rice, who were 
sent out by the American board, became 
Baptists~and appealed to the people of North 
America to prosecute the work of world-wide 
evangelization. The union has now 500 mis- 
sionaries, 2.618 native workers, 1,532 
churches, and 175,000 communicants, con- 
verts from heathenism. The Rev. C. F. Tol- 
man is Secretary of the Western district. He 
says the Rev. . Miller’s charges are more 
or less an old story. The following pamphlet, 
he says, has been distributed among all the 
Baptist churches in this section: 

Mr. Miller is a German, was originally recom- 
mended by his church and by pastors who were 
acquainted with him. He was examined as every 
missionary is and sent to Burmah in 1888. He 
immediately clash ith the brethren whe had 
long been in service aid returned to this eoun- 
tryin 1890.

The police have given up all idea of captur- 
ing the two thngs who are said to have 
knocked down John Adams Drake, Treasurer 
of the Three L's railroad, and stole 822. 
000 belonging to the company. They point 
out things they are pleased to call suspicious 
and wink knowingly when asked about, the 
case. 

On the other hand Gen. F. M. Drake, Presi- 
dent of the road and father of its Treasurer, 
who reached the eity yesterday, declares that 
his son has not told all he knows about the 
robbery. 

Treasurer Drake came to the offices of the 
road in the Rookery Building yesterday morn- 
ing. There was still a prominent swelling on 
his head and a contusion on his forehead, He 
said with the exception of a slight headache 
he was feeling as well as usual. Gen. Drake, 
his fatner, had a consultation with him, and 
then sent the young man home with instruc- 
tions to remain under the care of a physician. 

At midnight H. M. Rae, stepson of Col. 
Robert Rae, Mr, Drake's father-in-law, came 
to Tun Tumor office with a deniai of a 
story told yesterday by Detective Conway 
which he requested be printed. The story 
was as follows:

W. H. Bissitt’s Statement. 


A copy of the statement, to the original of 
which the name of W. H. Bissitt is signed, 
follows: 

In reference to the robbery of the Illinois, In- 
diana and Iowa railroad company, a commission 
of $25,000 was said to have been paid to me in 
checks, which were turned over by me 
to Mr. Drake, who in turn deposited 
them to the credit of the I., I. & I. R. R. Co. to 
cover, it is alleged, a large shortage in the ac- 
counts of the Treasurer of this company. I be 
leave to state that this is absolutely false an 
untrue in every particular, and without any 
foundation whatever. Bartlett first 
brought to the attention of Mr. Drake a 
piece of property which he described as a vülu- 
able tract of standing timber in Big Stone Gap, 
Va., and induced Mr. Drake to advance money 
for its purchase. Mr. Bartlett went to Virginia 
under the assumed name of Bundy, and 
after see the lands purchased them in 
my name. r. Bartlett carried on the whole ne- 
gotiation and I had nothing to do with it, except 
to allow my name to be used by Mr. Bartlett in 
the purchase. This was evidenced by a 
power of attorney from me to him. I never 
charged $25,000 as commission or otherwise. 
No checks were ever paid to me as a commiission, 
but I did receive a check for $25,000 to appar- 
ently increase the capital stock of the company, 
which was known as the Bartlett-Drake Lumber 
company, from *$25,000 to 650.000. The 
amount of this check was, by agreement of 
Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Drake, returned to Mr. 
Drake. and this is all I had to do with the mat- 
ter. Mr. Drake's connection with the whole 
matter was to loan his check to the Bartlett- 
Drake Lumber company for $25,000 
to apparently increase the 8 stock to 
$50,000. This was done with the advice and 
full approbation of Mr. Bartlett, and the amount 
of the check was returned to Mr. Drake,in ac-

John A. Drake’s Version. 


Later John A. Drake told a connected story 
of the actions in the lumber case. He and F. 
O. Bartlett were warm friends for a long time 
and their differences grew out of this deal in 
walnut land in Kentucky. Moody & Co. 
had an option on a valuable tract they wanted 
Bartlett & Drake to buy. The latter, to sa ve 
commissions, attemp to buy it themselves. 
which was why Bartlett went down there un- 
der the assumed name of Bundy. The 
land was taken in Bissitt's name in 
furtherance of this idea. It was bought through 
the N. B. Dodson of Wise Court-House, W. Va. 
Drake went to see it, saw part of it with a 
lumber expert, and thought it fine. The deal 
was all in Bartlett’s hands, 
the notes. It soon 
transpired, when they attempted to market 
the lumber, that it was not there, that that 
Drake had seen being the only good timber in 
the lot. Dodson was indicted in Louisville, 
but on trial there was not evidence enough to 
convict, but Mr. Drake says every statement 
he makes regarding it can be verified from 
Bartlett's testimony before the grand jury on 
file in Louisville. Dodson then sued 
them for $75,000 damages and they 
brought counter suit, and now Drake 
says the result will probably be that he will 
lose $9,440, and compromise the case in that 
way. In the meantime the stock of the lum- 
ber company had been fictitiously increased, 
and when Bartlett saw that the company was 
practically worthless he borrowed $5,000 on it 
at the Fort Dearbérn Bank with the $25.000 
stock as security. The notes were renewed a 
time or two, and then Mr. Drake, to get out ofa 
bad box, as he says, took up the note and got 
from Bartlett a quit claim for all his interest 
in the stock on payment of $500. 

The day after I received a letter from 
Bartlett, said Mr. Drake, saying ‘I have 
decided to leave no stone unturned to get you 
to pay the Dodson notes, and if your mind 
dictates to you within twenty-four hours to 
gee me, so be it.“ Last Thanksgiving day he 
sent me a letter showi that he was in cor- 
respondence with son.

With all the gossip 
there is algroundwork of belief that the Pres- 
ident has been investing his spare cash lately, 
and it is hinted he has been purchasing heav- 
ily in real estate in New York and vicinity. 
There is also a story that the President had 
been a loser in Chicago Gas. The New York bro~ 
kerage firm, a member of whith 1 that 
the extra session would be called for Aug. 7 
two hours before the Cabinet knew it, is cred- 
ited with alternately making and losing a good 
deal of money out of Chicago Gas for Mr. 
Cleveland. Whether “there is any basis for 
these stories or not the ostentatious friend- 
ship between the head of the firm and the 
President of the United States is such as to 
cause comment.

When the 
summons comes to ole weary and worn 
with the cares and burdens of years and 
with labor ended we humbly bow to 
the decree; then we mourn, but are 
spared the sudden and awful agony that comes 
when he enters our homes without warning and 
mercilessly strikes down. So without woentng

almost rounded out the years allotted to man, 
was erect of form, keen of eye, clear in brain, 
warm in heart, full of hope and aspirations. We 
wonder then at a permitt Providence and fain 
ask why, but no answer is given, nor un- 
til we see face to face and have unfolded to us 
the mystery of the beyond. 

We assemble this evening to do homage to the 
dead. In no more fitting place than this, the 
Council Chamber of the city he loved so well and 
served so long, could we gather to pay him 
honor. I shall not enter upon his life's history; 
others have done so, and we have held up to our 
men the reasons why he 8 80 just a promi- 
nence in the estimation of his fellow-citizens. 


Memorial Resolution, 


Ald. Mann, from the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, then read the following memorial in 
an impressive manner: 


Carter Henry Harrison, for five times the Chief 
Magistrate of the City of Chicago, was born in 
Fayette County, Ky., Feb. 25, 1825, and was 
killed in hisown home Oct. 28, 1893, in the 
midst of his public career by thethand of an as- 


sassin. 

. In the full flush of his manhood he died hon- 
ored and beloved by the people of this city. No 
other man had so strong a hold upon the hearts 
of its citizens, He was admired for his manly 
qualities, for his gentlemanly conduct, for his 
political sagaci and his r 88 
affairs, for lity to the offici 

posed upon him. He was beloved for his 

soul, for his intense loyalty to the city w 80 
signally honored him, and for his constant and 
earnest devotion to its interests and the interests 
of its citizens. , 

He stood close to the people. He was their 
friend andthey rewarded him, Gifted in a rare 
degree with a kindliness of manner and a dignity 
of personal presence without austerity he made 
lasting friendship with a population gathered 
from the four quarters of the earth. He believed 
in the majesty and kingship of the common peo- 
ple. He had full faith in the outcome of Ameri- 
can citizenship. He was full of pride for his 
city. He sounded its praises abroad and at 
home. He believed the indomitable spirit of 
Chicago could overcome internal disorder, as 
well as outrival foreign opposition. He did not 
frown upon it because of its admitted faults, but 
he gloried in its achievements. 

o no one is the wonderful development of the 
city due more than to Mayor Harrison, who gave 
the best years of his life to its service. Where 
others faltered, he led. Where others were weak, 
he was strong. He was resolute and indepen- 
dent. Opposition only renewed his vigor, His 
self-confidence was a most sublime, his confi- 
‘dence in the future of Chicago was sublime. 
Whether as County Commissioner, member of 
Congress, ot Mayor he was devoted to the wel- 
fare of the public he served. He — ri p- 
ened judgment, physical strength, mental vigor, 
a large heart, and unfailing kindness to the solu- 
tion of the difficult official problems which con- 
fronted him. 

In private life he was irreproachable. He was 
a learned man and delightedin the refining in- 
fluences of art and literature. He represented 
our city with hospitality, grace, and tact during 
the period of the Columbian Exposition. His 
life passed away with that of the Exposition, but 
the influence and memory of both will remain so 
long as Chicago bas a history. 

Tne City of Chicago mourns ite Chief Ex- 
ecutive, its first citizen, who died in the fullness 
of his power and glory, and who has left the in- 
effaceable stamp of his character upon its public 
affairs. With devoted tenderness his y bas 
been carried to its final rest place, but his 
face and his memory remain freshly engraved un 
the hearts of a lov people. And we, the City 
Council of Chicago, as a mark of respect to his 
worth, direct that this tribute to his character be 
spread upon the records of the city. And we ex- 
tend to his family our deep sympathy and sincere 
condolence in their bereavement. 

esolved, That as an additional mark of respect 
to the memory of Mr. Harrison the legislative 
business of this Council be now suspended in 
order that appropriate honors may be paid to his 
memory by the members of this , and ta 
copy of these resolutions be transmitted by the 
City Clerk to the family of the deceased.

Man Found at Rattle Creek, Mich., Whe . 


May Prove the Right Man. . 

Inspector Shea has heard of a promising 
clew to the Wilmette murder, A telegram 
was received at the Central Station last night 
from A. K. Prentice, Chief of Police of Buttle 
Creek, Mich., saying: 

Man arrested here has 38-caliber bullet in leg 
and deep cut on hand. Came from Chicago.

The police think this man is likely to be 
the one who received a bullet from Wheeler’s 
revolver when Logan was shot. Frank 
Wheeler himself says emphatically that he did 
not shoot at the man who ran away, being 
too much occupied with Logan. When Logan 
was shot he was carrying the hind end of a 
trunk down-stairs, the front end being carried 
by acompanion. Both men had their backs 
turned to Wheeler when he shot Logan, and, 
although he fired no shot at the other man, it 
is quite possible he received one of the Bullets 
meant for Logan, as he was in the line of fire. 
Detectives who have worked on the case have 
all along mairtained that there were three 
men concerned in the burglary and that one 
cf the two who escaped was wounded, This, 
they say, is proved by the findmg of blood 
stains on the sidewalk in front of Mrs. Bun- 
ker’s house at Wilmette and by the story told 
by Mrs. Bunker and her daughter. The police 
say that the fact that blood was found only in 
the one place is but a corroboration-.of the 
story that two men ran through Mrs. Bun- 
ker’s garden immediately after the shooting 
and that one of them fell on the sidewalk. 
The finding of dynamite cartridges in Thomas 
Brooks’ garden—right in the line of the burg- 
lars’ flight—is said to be another point in 
favor of this theory. 

Battie Creek, Mich., Nov. 16.—[Special.] 
—E. A. Peverett arrived here yesterday even- 
ing with another manand paid a week’s board 
in advance. Peverett gave his residence as 
Port Hope, Ont. He not been arrested. 
Prentice telegraphed to Port Hope and re- 
ceived a reply stating that Peverett was a bad 
crook and needed watching. Peverett said he 
received a shot from a hunter yesterday and 
that the hunter was about fifty yards away. 
He also said the cut on his. 
hand was received at the same time when he 
fell. Afteward he contradicted himself and 
said the cut was made by a chisel while he 
was sharpening it. Dr. Crumrine, who at- 
tended him, states the ball which was ex- 
tracted from hisleg was a 38-caliber, and 
that while handling the man’s clothing several 


bullets of S&2-caliber dropped to the 
floor. In describi the wound 
the doctor says the ball en- 


tered just under the knee from the rear and 
passed down into the calf of the leg. The 
wound showed that the shot was fired from 
above and back of the man. Tue hotel- 
keeper says Peverett stopped with him for a 
few days about three weeks ago.

HER MIND GIVES WAY. 


FT. LOUIS SOCIETY WOMAN REMOVED 
TO AN INSANE ASYLUM 


A Platonic Acquaintance with a Russian 
Prince Ends Disastrously to Mrs, H. M. 
Coudrey=Attempt to Sell Two Carloads 
of Stolen Cattle in St. Louis Reveals 
the Murder of a Sheriff in Kansas and 
a Posse After the Murderers—General 
News from the Northwest, 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
Jeromé Hill, the cottofl king, is seriously ill 
at his home, No. 2283 Park avenue, from 
nervous prostration brought on by the pitiful 
scandal attached to the incarceration of his 
daughter, Mrs. H. M. Coudrey, in St. Vincent’s 
Asylum. Her mind is said by her friends to 
have been unbalanced for some months. Mrs. 
Coudrey was taken to the asylum Wednesday. 

Behind this inéident appears a Russian 
Prince—Nicholas Engelitchef. He came 
here some time ago as the representative of 
Eastern casualty insurance company. 
Mrs. Coudrey, who is the wife of H. M. Cou- 
drey of the insurance firm of Coudrey & 
Scott, had met the Prince in Chicago, it is 
said, during the summer. A warm friend- 
ship developed between the two, so intimate, 
it is said, that Mr. Coudrey objected. When 
he brought his wife to St. Louis the Prince 
followed and the intimacy continued. In so- 
ciety it caused remark, and Mrs. Cou- 
drey was sent East, but on ber re- 
turn the Russian renewed his at- 
tentions. Mr. Coudrey’s remonstr ations 
with his wife were of no avail, and a few days 
ago she was sent to her father's home. Les- 
terday three physicians were called in and after 
hn examination decided her insane and she 
was at once removed to St. Vincent's private 
insane asylum. Mr. Hill, the father of the 
unfortunate woman, said in discussing the 
matter : 

I wish to say that my poor child is now an 
inmate of St. Vincent Asylum where she was 
taken upon the advice of physicians. She 
should have been there before but for our 
affection for her. Her relations with the 
Prince were purely platonic, but her mind is 
diseased.” 

An effort was made to get Mr. Coudrey to 
make some statement concerning the affair. 
fie was found in his office in the Chamber of 
Commerce Building, He was pale, but ap- 


peared otherwise unconcerned. He absolutely 


refused to talk, answering every question po- 
litely, but firmly, with the remark: “I have 
nothing whatever to say.“

They say Mrs. Coudrey’s insanity 
took the form of a craze for admiration, and 
that when Prince Engelitchef flattered her in 
his foreign way without, perhaps, meaning the 
slightest harm, the young woman's head was 
turned and she acted indiscreetly. She talked 
of the handsome foreigner among the women 
at the hotel, repeating soft compliments. 
Their explanation of Prince Engelitchef’s de- 
nial is that he is actuated by a feeling of gal- 
lantry in endeavoring to protect the woman 
from public criticism.

Upon closer examination it is clearly dem- 
onstrated that a real attempt was made on his 
life.

The window curtains were up, and the 
assassin or assassins had full viewof both Mr. 
and Mrs. Anderson. Nearly opposite from the 
residence on the other side of the street is an 
electric light that with the light from the 
window made the surroundings light. 
At about 9 o'clock two shots were 
fired, one of the bullets striking the window 
casing about four inches from the glass. The 
investigation the next morning showed that 
the shots were fired diagonally across the 
street. On a straight linefrom where the 
bullet was fired, diagonally, it showed that it 
missed its mark about two inches. When the 
reports of the shots were heard and the bullet 
etruck the window casing both people were 
frightened. Mr. Anderson jumped up and 
pulled down the curtains. Footsteps were heard 
walking away, but owing to the sudden fright 
Mr. Anderson did not go out and investigate, 
but locked the doors and with his wife went 


up-stairs. 

The next morning the bullet was picked 
out of the window. Neighbors say earlier in 
the evening two men were seen loating around 
near the corner of the street, but nothing was 
thought of it. Mr. Anderson takes the mat- 
ter lightly, more so than his friends, who are 
considerably wrought up over the affair. He 
said he preferred to look upon the shooting as 
the act of some mischievous person who was 
attempting to scare him than to think that an 
assassin should be lurking in the neighbor- 
h He could give no reason for the act.

ISGUILTY OF MURDER. 


SWARTHOUT’S PENALTY FIXED AT 
FOURTEEN YEARS’ IMPRISONMENT. 


Jury Out Twenty Hours at Morrison, III., 
Before It Agrees on a Verdict=Story of 
the Crime and a Dead Brother's Con- 
fession That Absolved Ernest of Guilt= 
Insane Farmer Kills His Hogs as Sacri- 
fices and Locked Up for Fear He Might 
Kill His Children. 


Monxtsox, III., Nov. 16,—[Special.]—Ernest 
Swarthout was found guilty this morning of 
murdering his father and his punishment 
fixed at fourteen years in the penitentiary. 
The jury entered the court-room shortly be- 
fore 9 o’clock, having been out for twenty 
hours. Swarthout came in looking pale and 
downcast. The foreman of the jury at 
once announced the verdict. The jury on the 
first ballot was equally divided as to the guilt 
of the prisoner. No agreement was reached 
until the thirteenth ballot at 5:50 this morn- 
ing. The prisoner was remanded for sen- 
His wife broke completely down when 
the verdict was announced, 

Albert M. Swarthout was found mur. 
dered near his home, and buspicion rested on 
his two sons, John and Ernest. Both were 
arrested. John died while in prison, and 
some time before he died, believing that the 
end was near, made a written confession of 
the crime, at the same time absolving his 
brother Ernest of any share in the murder. 
This confession, as far as it related to John’s 
part in the crime, was admitted as evidence, 
but the part that stated Ernest’s innocence 
was not allowed to be read. This wasgiven out 
for the first time yesterday, and published in 
Tue Trisung of this morning. This confes- 
sion and the evidence as well showed that 
Ernest was on the scene directly after the 
murder was committed, and that he aided 
John in disposing of the remains. The con- 
fession further stated, however, that Ernest 
first arrived after the crime, but this the 
prosecution did not admit, but produced evi- 
dence to show that Ernest was one of the 
murderers, This point, evidently, only im- 
pressed the jury and caused a conviction, 


KILLS HIS HOGS AS SACRIFICES, 


Insane Farmer Locked Up for Fear He 
Might Kill His Children. 

Oaxtanp, III., Nov. 16.— [Special. Ed- 
ward Kershaw was last night arrested and 
brought to this city. Kershaw is a farmer re- 
siding north of the city, and within a ‘few 
days has developed the hallucination that he 
is called upon to make sacrifices for the cause 
of the church. After returning from church 
last Sunday Kershaw announced to his wife 
that he had been called upon to make a sacri- 
fice. The wife thought nothing particular of 
the remark for a while, when hearing a noise 
in the pig lot she went out and 
found her husband with an 
ax slaying hogs.. He had already 
killed two fine porkers and was with difficulty 
restrained from finishing his stock. The two 
porkers he buried in the hog lot and seemed 
contented for a little while. He would mar- 
shal his four children in a row and eye them 
over closely and remark about sacrifices being 
made until the wife and relatives become 
alarmed and had him placed under restraint. 
The doctors say he is laboring under a delu- 
sion that he is called upon to make sacrifices 
as was done of old, * 1 they recommend his 
admission to an asylum. At times Kershaw 
is perfectly rational. He refused to come 
down when the officere went after him and 
had to be overpowered. When he was told 
what was wanted of him he answered that if 
they had stated that at first he would have 
come without any fuss.

OLD-TIME AND WEALTHY OHIOAGO- 
AN PASSES AWAY. 


His Death Due Primarily to a Fall Last 


Spring=He Leaves a Widow and Two 
Children—Funeral Tomorrow Morning 
in the Church of Mount Carmel—Career 
of a Determined Boy Who Came to 
America Poor and Amassed a Large 
Fortune- Other Obituary Matters. 
Thomas Mackin, one of the oldest and 
wealthiest citizens of Chicago, died yesterday

Though 
Mr. Mackin had been ill during the last three 
months he was able to around the house 
and occasionally took a short drive. The mem- 
bers of his family had hoped that he would 
recover, but a week ago there was evidence of

approaching death. Mr. Mackin was a Roman 
Catholic and received the last sacraments 
from the Rev. Father O’Brien of Mount 
Carmel Church. 

The funeral services will be held at the 
Church of Mount Carmel, Wellington avenue 
and Blucher street, where solemn high requi- 
em mass will be celebrated at 10:30 a. m. to- 
morrow. The funeral cortége will leave the 
family residence at 10 o’clock and proceed to 
the church, thence to Calvary. 

M. M. Devine, who for thirty years has been 
an intimate friend of Mr. Mackin, said: 
„Mr. Mackin possessed extraordinary busi- 
ness ability. All that he ever turned his hand 
to proved a success. He did much good for 
Chicago; in fact I know of no man who has 
been more identified with its progress and 
prosperity. He was honest above all things, 
and no man can say that ‘ Tom’ Mackin owes 
him a dollar that he earned.“ 

[Thomas Mackin was born in Armagh, 
Armagh County, Ireland, in 1829, and came to 
America in 1846, landing in New York City with 
only a shilling in his pocket. His father was a 
well-to-do farmer, but Thomas left home against 
his wishes and was left to seek his fortune in 
America unaided. On the ship in which he sailed 
from Queenstown he met a New York silk mer- 
chant who was impressed with the young man’s 
decision of character and employed him. After 
working a few years at his first position in 
America, . Mackin commenced farming near 
Buffalo, N. V. He accumulated a few thousand 
dollars and moved to Chicago in 1849, where he 
started a saloon and rding house on South 
Water strect. A few ye later he rented the 
Belfast Hotel, which was the property of Stephen 
A. Douglas, located where the present Revere 
House now stands, and later he purchased the 
property. At his death Mr. Mackin was sole 
owner of the Revere House, which he built in 
1871, and part owner of the Windsor Hotel on 
Learborn street. The Revere House was opened 
by E. S. Pinney, who was succeeded by J. D. Fan-

‘When the war broke out Mr. Mackin was made 
sutlerof Camp Donglas and he acquired con- 
siderable wealth by selling provisions to the sol- 
diers imprisoned at the camp after the battle of 
Fort Donelson. Mr. Mackin was instrumental 
in the organization of the Irish Brigade, which 
was raised at the opening of the rebellion. He 
was the largest sewer and paving contractor in 
Chicago during the 60s and 708 and had always 
been recognized as one of the first and shrewdest 
real estate dealers in this city. 

In 1856 he married Mary Baker, whom he met 
at Buffalo. There were four children born to the 
couple—two sons and two daughters. Thomas 
G. ackin, the oldest son, is dead, as is also 
Mary, who wasthe oldest daughter. John, the 
second, son, who has in late years had almost 


complete charge of his father's business, survives. 


his father, as does Alice, who is 
Mrs. John J. Philbin Jr. Mr. Philbin is a 
contractor. Mr. Mackin's first wife died ten 
ears ago. He was married again last spring to 
artha By of Warren Point, County Down, 
Ireland. Shé survives him. The second marriage, 
which was celebrated in New Orleans, was a sur- 
prise to the friends and acquaintances of Mr. 
ackin, and created a lively interest in Catholic 
and Irish circles in Chicago. Mr. Mackin met 
his second wife in the Crescent City last Febru- 
ary when he was attending the Mardi Gras fes- 
tival. Hewas plain and simple in his dress and 
cared little for fineries,“ as he called them. 

Mr. Mackin possessed sound judgment, indom- 
itable will, and remarkable courage. He was 
bold and aggressive. In 1854, when Stephen A. 
Douglas confronted a 1 mob of Know- 
Nothing rioters at the North Market Hall, which 
was located where the present County Buildi 
stands, there was prssent an element determinec 
to prevent the “Little Giant“ from getting a 
hearing. o man in the crowd interrupted the 
speaker, who calmly said: “I intend to 
heard.“ He had proceeded no further when he 
Was assailed by all manner of epithets. The half- 
crazed mob surrounded the speaker ready to at- 
tack him. 

The Little Giant” stood firm and undaunt- 
ed facing the angry mob. Realizing the danger 
in which the orator stood, Thomas Mackin rose 
from his seat and going to the right of the 
speaker he placed his y between him and his 
insulters, who were hurling rotten vegetables 
and missiles.

EXPORTS AND IMPORTS DURING OCTOBER 


Decreases in Both Shown by the Bureau 
of Statistics’ Statement, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 16.—The Bureau 
of Statistics has given out for publication the 
advance statement of the imports and exports 
of merchandise and gold and silver for the 
month of Octeber. 1893. The exports of 
domestic merchandise were valued at $85,- 
913.802, as compared with $86,829,621 in 
October, 1892, a decrease in value of $915,- 
819. The exports of foreign merchandise 
increased by $740,715, being $1,772,013 in 
October, 1893, and $1,031,298 in 1892. The 
increased export of foreign merchandise near- 
ly made good the decreased export of mer- 
chandise, bringing the total for October, 1893, 
to $87,685,815, as compared with $87,860,- 
919 in 1892, the difference in favor of the 
latter being $175,104. Imports of merchan- 
dise show a great falling off, being 851.641. 
782 in October, 1893, as compared with 
$71,999,550 in the corresponding month of 
1892, a decrease of $20,357,768. The ex- 
cess of exports over imports in October, 
1892, was $15,861,369, and in October, 
18938, $36,044,033. 

If the exports and imports for the ten 
months ending Oct. 31 in the two years be 
taken the conditions are very different, there 
being a much less excess of exports in 1893 
than in 1892—$13.935,724 in the former 
year and $45,044,565 in the latter. Exports, 
foreign and domestic, for the ten months 
were valued at $690,907,688, and in 1892 
for the corresponding period, $753,171,018 
—a difference of $62,263,330. In the same 
periods in the two years the imports were 
$708,105,559 in 1892 and $676,971,966 in 
1893—a decrease of $31,133.595. 

The exports of gold in the month of Oc- 
tober, 1893, were somewhat greater than in 
the corresponding month of 1892, being 
$505,918 in October, 1893, as compared 
with $484,250 in October, 1892. The im- 
ports in October, 1893, were $1,583,937, as 
compared with $3,118,330 in October, 1892. 
The excess of imports of gold in 1892 was 
$2,634,080, and in 1893 $1,078,019. For 
the ten months ended Oct. 31 the excess of 
exvorts of gold was $49,180,486 in 1892 
and $9,239,863 in 1893. 

The exports of silver were $3,507,422 in 
October, 1892, and 83.472.768 in October, 
1893. The imports of silver in October of 
the two years were $3,494,958 in 1892 and 
51.418.069 in 1893. The decreased imports 
of silver were sufficient to make the excess of 
exports over imports $2,054,699 in 1893, as 
compared with $12,464 in 1892. For the 
ten months the exports of silver showed a 
marked increase, this increase being almost 
entirely of the domestic product. total 
exports of foreign and domestic silver for the 
ten months of 1892 were $27,365,420, and 
in 1893 $36,892,482, an increase of $9,527 ,- 
062, of which $9,024,078 were of domestic 
silver, The excess of exports of silver for the 
ten months of 1892 was $10,184,911 and in 
1893 $20,468,159. 


LEPERS AT LARGE IN NEW ORLEANS, 


Allegations Growing Out of a Hospital In- 
vestigation in the Crescent City. 

New Or.eans, La., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
An investigation into the condition of the 
leper hospital in the outskirts of New Orleans 
develops charges that the seven patients are 
often not visited by a physician for ten days 
at a time, insufficient food is given them, and 
no nurses are provided, A letter-carrier tes- 
tified that one of the patients, who acted as 
cook, handles the meat in the butcher cart, 
fingers the pieces, and after he selects what 
he wants the remainder is sold to other cus- 
tomers. Dr. Beard said there were lepers 
moving about in every quarter of the city al- 
most. Hecited the case of a man who has 
the leprosy, and, he said, is employed ina 
candy shop. Another man named Mattei was 
working some time ago in a barber shop. 
One leper, he declared, was employed in a 
certain mill and went home regularly every 
night to his family. There were two others, a 
white woman and a negro, who were around 
the market every morning. The leper hos- 
pital is a city institution conducted under 
contract by Dr. J. C. Beard. Owing to insuf- 


ficient appropriations, bad management, and 


laxity in enforcing the law regarding the 
isolation of lepers the institution seems to be 
in bad shape. 


HOWARD’S SCHEMES SLOWLY UNFOLDED 


Testimony to Two of His Aliases and to 
His Work for Heirs. 

Nasnvitxiz, Tenn., Nov. 16.—In the case of 
the Rev. Frederick Howard on trial in the 
Federal court at Jackson, Tenn., some inter- 
esting evidence was brought out today. The 
defendant is charged with using the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. His scheme was to lead 
people in various parts of the United States to 
believe they had inherited fortunes in En- 
gland and pay him fees to secure the alleged 
inheritance. The evidence adduced goes to 
show that William Lord More of London, 
Joseph Ledger, and the Rev. Frederick Ho w- 
ard are the same person, and, furthermore, 
that sums ranging from $1,000 to $1,000,- 
000 have actually been collected under these 
aliases for disbursement among heirs. How-

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TO FRAME THE BILL. 


WAYS AND MEANS OOMMITTEE TO 
BEGIN BALLOTING AT ONOE. 


Clear Majority Favors an Income Tax, but 
the President Mdy Prevent Its Incorpo- 
ration in the Measuge—Alabama and 
Virginia Delegations Protest Against 

Free Coal, Iron, and Potatoes=Control- 

ler Eckels Will Recommend Stronger 
Banking Laws—Currency Supply Short. 

Wasurneror, D. C., Nov. 16.—([Special.]— 
There was no formal meeting of the Ways and 
Means committee today, but the subcommit- 
tees exchanged schedules. Tomorrow the full 
committee will get together according to call 
and begin formal voting on the various prop- 
ositions 80 as to give shape to the bill. Not 
many of the recommendations of the subcom- 
mittees will be cast aside and the bill as re- 
ported will be fully as radical as heretofore 
stated. A clear majority is now in favor of 
the income tax. The only thing which will 
upset the proposition is a veto from Presi- 
dent Cleveland. If he gives the word Chair- 
man Wilson and ohe or two other members 
will oppose the tax, and it will not be re- 
ported, though the House may put it in later. 
There has been talk that Bourke Cockran 
would upset the radical bill because he is 
something of a protectionist. Cockran, 
though a member of the committee, has 
taken no share in framing the measure, simply 
because he know nothing of the subject. 
Along with the othér members of New York del- 
egation he supported the Neal plank at the 
Chicago convention, and he will not go back 
on it. 

Today the Democratic reformers hada hard 
time of it to muster up courage enough to 
support free coal and iron. Several mem- 
bers of the majority were kept busy listening 
to arguments and appeals from interested 
persons. The most important of these were 
the delegations: from Alabama and 
Virginia. The former represented coal and 
iron interests of that State and they pre- 
sented to Chairman Wilson and to Messrs. 
Turner, MeMillin, Montgomery, and 
Stevens, who were in the room at the time of 
the call, the reagons why, in their opinion, 
coal and iron ore should not be placed upon 
the free list. 

Messrs. Bush and Baxter were spokesmen 
for the delegation. They st that they 
came as business-men purely, although the 
entire delegation were Democrats in political 
affiliation. The interest they represented, and 
which would be ruined, the committee were 
informed, amounted to $125,000,000 and 
was the means of livelihood of 70,000 men 
in Alabama. The coal and iron interests of 
Alabama, it was stated, fed and clothed more 
than one-fifth of the entire population of that 
State. The delegation said they were all 
Democrats and they should not be stricken 
down in the house of their friends. Chairman 
Wilson jocosely told them the members of the 
committee were lying awake nights wonder- 
ing how to frame a tariff bill which would not 
hurt anybody. 

The Virginia delegation urged the necessity 
of retaining in the proposed new tariff meas- 
ure the duty of 25 centsa bushel upon pota- 
toes. Mr. Murray acted as spokesman and 
said this was the only protection that was af- 
forded te the farmers of the Atlantic coast, or 
at least that portion of 1t tributary to the Nor- 
folk market. Norfolk, it was stated, handles 
about 1,000,000; barrels of potatoes annually, 
and the property interests. are valued at $3,- 
500,000, 

It was 3 desired, it was said, to 
protect the farmers there against the impor- 
tation of Nova Seotia potatoes, which come 
in ballast, paying but little or no freight. 


TO STRENGTHEN BANKING LAWS, 


Controller Eckels’ Recommendations as to 
Bank Officers and Currency Changes. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
Controller Eckels will have a number of im- 
portant recommendations in his report. Some 
will be suggestions drawn from the recent 
panic, wherein it was shown that the good 
banks which went to the wall under the stress 
were nearly always able to resume, while those 
which had been gutted by their officers sel- 
dom recovered, He will recommend strength- 
eaing the law so that officers of the banks will 
have less opportunity to misuse their positions. 

If another suggestion of the Controller 
should be carried out there will be no excuse 
for reviving State banks. It is expected that 
among other things he will recommend a 
system by which the national bank curreney 
may take the place of all others in existence, 
the purpose being to allow the national banks 
to deposit, in addition to bonds, gold and sil- 
ver and Treasury notes and certificates, and to 
issué bank notes to the par value of all de- 
posits in the treasury. 

The government under this scheme will be 
responsible for the redemption of the national 
bank notes. would gladly retire all greenbacks 
and be compeiled by law to retain 25 per 
cent of the national bank deposits, with the 
privilege of treating all above this reserve as 
availvable assets, which could be put in circu- 
lation or withdrawn as the requirements of 
business demanded, and the revenues of the 
government to go into the same fund,

Gald Paid Ont at the Philadelphia and 
Other Subtreasuries. 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Nov. 16.—At the 
Treasury here when the doors were closed yes- 
terday the margin of currency left for busi- 
ness was small, There was only $13,000,000, 
including that distributed through the sub- 
treasuries. The currency balance is a little 
larger today because of redemptions made 
yesterday, and which are placed in the cash ag 
soon as made. These redemptions amount to 
$1,500,000 a day, and there is always kept 
tied up in the process of redemption 82,500, 
000. At Philadelphia yesterday currency be- 
came exhausted, and gold was paid out to 
meet government checks. Seeing several 
days ago that the currency supply was gradu- 
ally being reduced, Treasurer Morgan sent 
telegraphic instructions to the principal sub- 
treasuries to pay out gold, if necessary, to 
meet all checks. These orders were repeated 
today to such subtreasuries as were not for- 
merly notified, and where it is feared the sup- 
ply of eurreney may become exhausted. The 
treasury gold balance is about $85,000,000, 
Acting .Secretary Curtis, Treasurer Morgan, 
and Assistant Treasurer Meline were in con- 
ference on the situation this morning.

It has received one, The discharge 
of the incompetent inspectors is in accord 
with the law and for the public good. But 
the names of two inspectors held to the grand 
jury on one occasion by a Coroner’s jury will 
be missed from the list. Mayor Swift would 
do well to inquire why this isso. Mr. Toolen 
has been so reluctant to do his duty in other 
matters that he may be asked for an explana- 
tion as to his failure. It might be suggested 
to the Mayor also that a reluctant Building 
Commissioner is scarcely an efficient one. 


WHY 80 MANY ROBBERIES! 

The report of the robbery in the Rookery 
Building early Wednesday morning contains 
the statement that the robbers ‘‘ were evident- 
ly familiar with Mr. Drake's methods.“ No 
doubt of it. The thing was planned before- 
hand. The thieves ‘knew that the money 
would be removed from the office of the I., I. 
and I. railroad, probably by one man, when 
nobody else was around,” and they prepared 
to take advantage of the circumstance. How 
they gained the information is not stated, but 
it may be taken for granted they obtained it 
perhaps at second or third hand as a result of 


needless gossipy remarks by some one who 


had no business to talk about it. In all prob- 
ability the thieves tumbled to it” from 


‘overhearing words that should not have been 


uttered by some one who knew the facts. 

A large majority of the robberies that oc- 
cur result from this kind of careless im- 
prudence. They are planned beforehand on 
clews furnished by the person robbed or by 
some one in his confidence. Allies of the 
thief element are ever on the watch for op- 
portunities. From a hint dropped, and per- 
haps repeated more than once before it 
reaches them, they find out that a consider- 
able sum of money is habitually kept in the 
house or office, or on the person, or that at 
a cerzain time such a sum will be temporarily 
in the keeping of an individual. The plan is 
laid accordingly. The surroundings are 
studied, and preparations made for catching 
hold of the booty at a time when the thieves 
are least likely to be interfered with. But for 
that, in nine cases out of ten, the individual 
would not be molested at all. The immediate 
grasping a chance to rob at the moment is 
the exception, not the rule. 

A principal or clerk may tell of money be- 
ing kept at the office. The lady of tne house 
or a domestic may tell of money secreted at 
the home. The remark may be made inno- 
cently enough, and to no one who is not per- 
fectly honest. But it is repeated incidentally 
to a friend in the hearing of others who are 
strangers. The mischief is done. Sometimes 
the information about the home affair is given 
by children at their play. Often it comes out 


in the saloon, where friends drop in to take a 


social glass, and while taking it chat loosely 
of affairs without thinking it possible that 
what they say is listened to by a member of 
the thieves’ fraternity, who haunts the place 
for the express purpose of picking up that kind 
of information for the use of his gang. Ifa 
patron displays a pocketbook full of 
bills in a saloon or a crowded store he or she 
is almost certain to be spotted“ and fol- 
lowed. If the man be under the influence of 
liquor at the time his chance of escape from 
being robbed before or after reaching home 
depends upon other conditions, which are care- 
fully measured by the thugs, who are ever on 
the lonkout for booty and regard the intoxi- 
cated man as their especial prey when they 
judge it worth while to attack him. 

We seem to be in the midst of an epidemic 
of this class of crime, and greater care on the 
part of the police is due to the citizen who 
pays taxes for police protection. But the citi- 
zens themselves should be more careful in te- 
gard to the conduct of their own affairs, and 
avoid as much as possible the involuntary 
giving of information to tne thieves. Doubt- 
less the mere giving of this salutary advice 
will not do much good to the average citizen. 
But if it should be the means of preventing 
the robbery of a few who otherwise would 
have made of themselves targets for the thug 


element in our. midst it will be of no small / 


value. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND’S HEALTH. 

President Cleveland made a flying trip to 
New York and spent Wednesday there. This 
gave rise to rumors that his visit was for the 
purpose of seeing his physician and having 
another operation performed on his mouth. 
The New York reporters sent a note to Secre- 
tary Lamont, who accompanied the President, 
asking him among other things whether he 
had come for the purpose of having Dr. Bry- 
ant operate upon him. The Secretary replied: 


He is in good health, and the stories of an op- 
eration are absolutely untrue and without a 
particle of foundation. Dr. Bryant is his inti- 
mate personal friend. He happened to be his 
physician when he needed one; and hence the 
stories—which onpht to subject their authors to 
criminal prosecution. They alarm the country 
and do much harm. 


There was no good reason why any corre- 
spondent should have assumed that some- 
thing was the matter with Mr. Cleveland be- 
cause he chose to make a short visit to his 
own city where his business interests are. The 
rumors were idle ones, yet Col. Lamont 
should remember that when the first vague 
reports were printed last summer of the per- 
forming of an operation on Mr. Cleveland’s 
mouth their truthfulness was denied for some 
time in the most positive terms. It would 
have been better had the facts been stated 
when the reports first got out. The conceal. 
ment then makes suspicious people suspect 
concealment on other occasions when there 
is none, 

It is probable that there would not have 
been as much interest taken in Mr. Cleve. 
land’s teeth or jaws had it not been for the 
fact that when it was first known that Gen. 
Grant was sick it was stated that he simply 
had some trouble with his teeth. People who 
are fond of or who believe in coincidences 
ever since it was known what actually ailed 
the General have jumped at the conclusion 
that any man whose mouth was out of sorts 
was afflicted as Grant was. It is also quite 
well known that prominent men are unwilling 
toadmit that anything is the matter with 


to | them, They would hide it on their death. 


beds if they could. So denials of sickness on 
their part are not credited as fully as when 
made by unimportant individuals. Bie 

The people of this country take a lively con’ 
cern in the affairs of a President, not neces- 
sarily because of any persénal affection they 
may have for him, but because he is the head 
of their government. This leads them some- 
times to trespass too far upon his privacy.. 
They would like to know how much money he 
has and what he does with it, what he says, to 
his Wie and his childrn, how he eats and 
drinks, and how he spends every minute of 
his time. They do have a proprietary inter- 
est in the health of the President, for he ig the 
person who attends to some of their most im- 
portant affairs. Therefore curiosity on that 
point is not so blameworthy. | 

If Col. Lamont wishes to keep the corre- 
spondents from making guesses as unpleasant 
and incorrect as some of them have just been 
indulging in he should advise the President 
to authorize the issue of a daily bulletin giv- 
ing the condition of Executive health—a 
simple little statement which might go out 
with the weather reports and let the people 
know about the President’s pulse, nerves, and 
digestion. If the latter were slightly out of 
order the report could say whether too much 
food or too much Hawaii had disagreed with 
him. And for the benefit of officeseekers and 
Congressmen wishing favors, it might be well 
toadda little prognostivation, based on the 
President’s condition, regarding his temper 
for the ensuing twelve or twenty-four hours. 


RAILROAD ACCIDENTS AND CORONERS’ 
JURIES. 

A Coroner’s jury at Battle Creek holds 
after careful investigation that the dreadful 
accident on the Grand Trunk road near there 
Oct. 20 last was due to the criminal nęgli- 
gence of the engineer and conductor of one of 
the colliding trains. A Cook County Coro- 
ner’s jury after examining into the Rock IsI- 
and accident at Eggleston has held the flag- 
man, conductor, and collector of the suburban 
train which was run fhto to the Criminal 
Court on the charge of criminal negligen¢e. 

If these juries are correct in their conclu- 
sions and if the railroad employés whose con- 
duct they inquired into were guilty of care- 
lessness or neglect of duty so gross as ta be 
criminal, then they ought to be sent to the 
penitentiary as a punishment for their own 
offenses and a warning to others, That rail- 
road corporations or their officers often run 
roads in a manner which increases greatly the 
risk of accidents cannot be denied. Yet when 
one happens owing in part to bad manage- 
ment it is hard to prove to the satisfaction of 
a court that any particular offieer of the road 
was criminally liable. Responsibility ig di- 
vided up between directors, President, Super- 
intendent, Assistant Superintendents, and 
minor officers. Thus the rule has been where 
there was an accident which seemed due part- 
ly to a bad system and partly to the negli- 
gence of a subordinate to censure freely and 
convict no one. The feeling has been that 
while employés were somewhat to blame their 
superiors were to blaine also, and that as the 
latter could not be reached—judging by the 
failure of previous attempts—it was not ex- 
actly the thing to bear down hard on the un- 
derlings. 

Yet it ought to be evident thatif a brake. 
man, an engineer, or a switchman who was 
clearly at fault were tried and convicted oc- 
casionally, it wonld have a tendency to make 
such employés more careful. They would 
not believe that it was safe for them to neg- 
lect all precautions with impunity. ‘And 
when the men came to understand that they 
were to be held responsible for accidents 
where they themselves were at fault they 
would take steps to make it sure that they 
were not held responsible for accidents where 
the officers of the road and not they them- 
selves were at fault. Employés would be the 
first to protest against defective systems of 
management when they felt that there might 
be a risk of their being sent to the peniten- 
tiary on account of them. 

The number of distressful accidenis during 
the last two months, nearly every one of 
which was due to blundering or carelessness 
on the part of some one, has been so great 
that the people are not inclined to tolerate 
longer this custom of censuring a great many 
people and inflicting a penalty on nobody, 
The men held to the Criminal Court by the 
Cook County Coroner’s jury should havea 
fair trial. If they can show that the accident 
with which they were mixed up was due in 
part to the bad judgment or imperfe¢t ar- 
rangements of their superior officers for which 
they were not responsible, the jury will make 
allowances therefor. Another grand jury, 
with that evidence before it, will be able to 
decide whether those superior officers should 
be indicted also. It ought not to be difficult 
to locate exactly the criminal responsibility 
for the deaths at Eggleston. 


HE WANTED TO BE A LAWYER. 

Last summer two maskéd men entered the 
office of the Normal College at Valparaiso, 
Ind., for the purpose of robbing the safe. 
The young woman who was the Secretary of 
the college entered the office before the men 
had been able to secure the money, and one 
of them fired at her, the bullet just missing 
her. Then the robbers fled, with a number of 
people in pursuit. A farmer coming in from 
the country, seeing the chase, borrowed 4 gun 
and killed one of the fugitives. The other 
was caught soon afterwards. It was discov- 
ered then that these two persons were young 
men, brothers, belonging toa very respecta- 
ble family in the neighborhood. 

The survivor was tried this week at Val. 
paraiso and was sentenced to three years in 
the State’s prison, which means, with the al- 
lowance for good time, about two and a half 
years. In view of the fact that the defendant 
and his brother had tried to commit murder 
when caught attempting to commit a robbery, 
and had not surrendered up to their pursuers, 
but fired at them repeatedly their failure to 
kill some one being due to bad marksmanship 
and that alone—the punishment was looked 
on by many as altogether too mild. 

The jury appears to have been influenced 
by the somewhat novel plea made for the de- 
fendant by his counsel, and that it was thus 
influenced is evidence of the high respect felt 
by the jurors for the legal profession. The 
prisoner’s lawyer dwelt on the fact that these 
two young men, the sons of poor and honest 
parents, were preparing themselves to become 
lawyers, “It seems to have been the sole 
ambition.of their lives to become lawyers.”’ 
But they suffered from the disadvantages of 
poverty, so that, though they were studious 
and embraced every opportunity they could 
avail themselves of tor the purpose of a¢quir- 
ing knowledge and education,” they did not 
have opportunities ghough to enable them to 
make the rapid progress they desired. 

Feeling acutely the shackles of poverty 
which hindered their becoming learned men 
and good lawyers they thought by going to 
the college office wearing maskg they would 
be able to secure money enough to do them a 
world of good.” It was, said the counsel, 
an awful mistake,“ but one made possi- 
ble by the conditions of our people, our civil-.

ONE OF ALTGELD’S PET LAMBS, 

A year ago last January William Shelles of 
Logan County was sent to the penitentiary 
for ten years, In June of this year Gov. Alt- 
geld, while engaged in his favorite occipa- 
tion of showing that he knew more about the 
facts than juries and more about the law than 
Judges, had his attention called to Shelles’ 
case and gave him a pardon. He did not 
commute his sentence, but turned him loose 
after he had served the State for a year and a 
half. This innocent lamb whom Altgeld 
freed from the prison where a sensible Judge 
and jury had put him turns up now as the 
leader in the attempt to “hold up” a train 
on the Peoria, Decatur and Evansville road 
early last week, an attempt which failed only 
by an accident. f 

When Shelles was arrested his house was 
found to contain a number of articles. the 
proceeds of several burglaries. It is evident 
that he has been engaged in criminal business 
for some little time. He probably went into 
it with great energy the moment he was re- 
leased from the penitentiary. But for the 
course pursued by Altgeld in overriding 
Judge and jury in Shelles’ case the citizens of 
Logan County would have been comparative- 
ly free from robberies this summer and fall. 
Equitably Altgeld ought to make good to 
them all they have suffered at the hands of 
the criminal! he turned loose on them after he 
had been safely caged, as they supposed, for 
several years. Of eourse he will not, but he 
should at least promise the citizens that when 
Shelles is convicted, as he probably will be, 
of attempted train robbery, attempt to kill, 
etc., that he will not pardon him again. 

This is about the first of the persons who owe 
their freedom to Altgeld’s abuse of the pardon 
power to turn up again inan Illinois jail. He 
will not be the last, however. Others will 
make their appearance in due time: Some 
who have been pardoned because they were on 
the verge of death will recover their health 
with great suddenness and resume their crimi- 
nal practices, It is to be hoped that they will 
be caught before they have robbed as many 
people and put the community to as much 
trouble as this man Shelles. It would have 
been money in the pockets of the citizens of 


Logan County if Altgeld had let justice have 


its way and Shelles remain at Joliet, instead 
of freeing him so he might organize a band of 
marauders and would-be train robbers, 


CANDIDATES’ ELECTION EXPENSES. 


The law of New York requires candidates 


for office to file sworn statements of elec- 
tion expenses incurred by them. The persons 
who were voted for a week ago last Tuesday 
are handing in their statements now. The 
sums expended vary decidedly. One individ. 
ual who ran for delegate to the constitutional 
convention swears that he paid out but $3.10. 
Others paid out from $50 to $150. An 


‘aspirant for Judge of the Court of Common 


Pleas owns up to only $7, while a man who 
ran for Civil Justice says that he paid out 
$1,858. Candidates for the Legislature felt 
called on to disburse decidedly more than 
those who wanted to go to the constitutional 
convention. 

Assuming these returns to be strictly true 
it does not follow that they represent all 
which a successful candidate has to pay out if 
he isa Tammany naminee. He is called on 
to pay to Tammany a heavy percentage of his 
salary, which is made extravagantly large so 
that he can afford todoso. If he is to hold 
for seven or eight years a place worth six or 
seven thousand a year, he is expected to part 
with a year’s salary. Though a man knows 
he will have to make such a contribution if 
elected he does not mention the fact in his 
statement of election expenses. 

The Chicago system isa different one. As 
there is no Tammany and as there is no boss 
like Croker who holds the political fortunes 
of men in his hands and who can promote 
those who obey him and refuse to reélect those 
who disobey him, there is no machinery for 
the collection of large sums from officehoid- 
ers. As the workers cannot get anything 
out of a man after he is elected they manage to 
squeeze it ont of him before he is elected. Candi- 
dates for County Commissionerships have 
paid over a thousand dollars for election ex- 
penses when running for an office which lasted 
for a year only and paid less than 82,000. 

An attempt was made at the last session of 
the Legislature to passa law similar to the 
New York one mentioned above, But the 
ward politicians would not consent. They 
feared that it might interfere with their per- 
quisites and lessen the harvests they reap 
every April and November. It is a pity that 
it was not passed. Had it been it might be 
possible to form some idea of the expenses 
of the different candidates this month and 
contrast them with those of the men who ran 
for office in New York. 


Ir has been agreed that at its next meeting 
the Common Council shall receive a report 
from its Committee on Finance, recommend- 
ing action in regard to the cremation of gar- 
bage in this city. Thereport will recommend 
that the Chemical Garbage Reduction com- 
pany be requested to erect a crematory ac- 
cording to its own plans and to operate it for 
a test during a period of sixty days, The city 
will agree to furnish all the garbage required 
for the test and to pay 70 cents per ton to the 
company for cremating it. If the test be 
satisfactory to the city it will contract with 
the company for the erection of cre. 
matories at various points, the collective 
capacity to be about 500 tons daily, 
If the test be not satisfactory 
the only expense to the city will be the 70 
cents per ton paid for the garbage burned 
during the sixty days, the cost of hauling the 
stuff not being greater than that under pres- 
ent arrangements, As the crematory referred 
to is the one most highly spoken of by those 
who have examined the matter there is now a 
prospect that within a few months hence all 
the garbage gathered in Chicago will be dis- 
posed of by burning, which is the only safe 
and sensible way to get rid of the filth ac- 
cumulations of a big city. We shall then be 
cleaner and healthier. If at the same time 
the Society for the Prevention of Smoke ef. 
fects a reorganization on the plan of extended 
usefulness proposed the atmosphere surround- 
ing us will be clearer and purer from smoke 
as well as bad smells and disease-breeding 
germs, and the two reforms will constitute an 
important step in our municipal progress, 


Four years ago there was an important elec. 
tion in this city about this time of the year. 
It was for hine Drainage Commissioners and 
was held the 12th day of December, The 
nine men were elected for periods of seven 
years each. The board which they constituted 
has had extensive taxing and borrowing pow- 
ers. Great interest was manifested in the 
eiection and a large vote was cast. The last 
day of registration for the preceding Novem- 
ber election was three weeks before the regu- 
lar day of election and fifty-six .days before 


the day of the drainage election, Yet no day

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of special registration was set apart for that 
election. One was suggested, but the then 
Election Board, consisting of S. S. Gregory, a 
first-rate lawyer; Dr. Norman Bridge, and 
Luke Coyne, and instructed by Judge Prender- 
gast, decided against it.

Tun proposed Democratic legislation in the 
direction of the free trade demanded by the 
latest national platform of the party is meet- 
ing with strong opposition in the house of its 
strongest friends. The Southern iron men 
are fighting the movement tooth and nail so 
far as it would affect their business. They 
claim they could not stand the proposed re- 
duction in the tariff on iron. They say their 
employés are largely colored men, few of 
whom have accumulated anything in advance 
of present needs. They say the financial 
troubles, attending a threatened reduction in 
the tariff, have caused many furnaces and 
iron works in the South to suspend, while 
many others are running on halt time or lesa, 
with the result that thousands of colored peo- 
ple employed in these works lately 
have been getting but one or two days 
work per week and are barely able to 
exist upon the smal! amountsthey earn. It is 
argued that a marked reduction in the duties 
on iron would make it absolutely necessary 
to shut up many of the works in the South 
that are now running in part, as the present 
margin of profit is so slight that it would be 
turned into a loss. All of which must be 
pleasant information for the leaders of the 
party who profess to feel themselves charged 
with the duty of carrying out the Democratic 
will as formally registered in favor of free 
trude.

The Old Soldiers Are Dying Off. 

Los Angeles (Cal.) Times: Those anxious in- 
dividuals who are continually expressing the fear 
that the Nation will be bankrupted by the pen- 
sions which are paid to old soldiers may be re- 
lieved to learn that for the first time in thirty 
years the list of pensions shows a decrease. The 
new issues, from whatever source, do not equal 
in number or amount of pension those that drop 
off in death, by remarriage of soldiers’ widows, 
and by the minor children reaching adult age, 
when their pension ceases. 

Astatement prepared by the Pension Office 
July 1, 1893, showed 966,012 ponsioners on the 
rolls. This was highwater mark. Sept. 1, two 
months later, the number pensioned was 964,398, 
a decrease for the two months of 1,614. It is ex- 
pected that this decrease will be greater as the 
months roll by. Itis expected that 40,000 new 
names will be put on the rolls, but 50,000, and 
possibly more, will cease to raise the complaint 
that they are in old age a burden to the Nation 
they saved. 

The pension payments of the first four months 
of the year were 647.151.004 and for the same 
time last year $52,049,924.

Loxpox, Nov. 16.—The government met 
defeat tonight on an amendment to the parish 
councils bill. The debate oceupied all the time 
of the House of Commons this evening. 

Walter McLaren, Radical member for the 
Crewe Division of Cheshire and a pronounced 
woman suffragist, moved that the commit- 
tee be instructed to insert in the bill a pro- 
vision enfranchising women who would be 
entitled, if they were men, to vote in local 
government and Parliamentary elections. 

Henry Fowler, President of the Local Gov- 
ernment Board. opposed for the ministry 
Mr. McLaren’s motion. Women already pos- 
sessing the right to vote on local affairs, he 
said, would have also the right to vote for 
parish councilors. The multiplication of 
amendments threatened to prolong the de- 
bate indefinitely and to suffocate the bill. 

The House then divided on Mr. McLaren’s 
motion, which was carried by a vote of 147 
to 126. The announcement that the govern- 
ment had been defeated by a majority of 21 
was greeted with ironical cheers from the 
Unionists and shouts of “Resign.” Among 
those voting against the government were 
Sir Charles Dilke, advanced Radical; James 
Stansfield, Radical and former President of 
the Local Government Board; Justin McCar- 
thy, leader of the anti-Parnellites; John 
Long, advanced Liberal; John Burns, the la- 
bor agitator; Edward Blake, the Irish Nation- 
alist from Canada: and William O’Brien, 
anti-Parnellite.

WILLIAM OPENS THE REICHSTAG. > 


Speech from the Throne Deals with the 
Army and Revenue. 

Berta, Nov. 16.—The Reichstag was 
opened today by his Majesty Emperor Will- 
jam in person. At noon the castle guards 
marched into the white saloon, which occu- 
pies the southeastern corner of the royal 
palace, and took positions about the dais from 
which his Majesty read his speech. Follow- 
ing the guards came the members of the 
Bundesrath, the representatives of the indi- 
vidual States composing the German Empire. 
After them came the Ministers of State and 
the members of the Reichstag. When all had 
taken the positions assigned to them the 
Grand Marshal of the Court, the Prince of 
Pless, announced the approach of the Em- 
peror by knocking upon the floor with his 
staff of office. The Emperor, attired in full 
military uniform, entered the saloon and pro- 
ceeded directly to the dais, which was sit- 
uated to the right of the press gallery. 

With a low bow Chancellor von Caprivi 


handed to the Emperor the manuscript of the 


speech, which his Majesty in a firm, clear 


voice read. It is as follows: 


When I in July last convoked the Reichstag I ex- 
pressed by confident hope that you would not de- 
ny me and my high confederates your codpera- 
tion in developing the army institutions, which, 
in the interest of security of the empire, had be- 
come necessary. I am much pleased to find that 
my confidence was not deceived, and greeting you 
today I feel that I want to express to the 
Reichstag the imperial thanks for its patriotic 
readiness and for the manifold proofs of warm 
sympathy of which I am pleased to have been the 
recipient in various parts of the empire. These 
proofs are security to me of the satisfaction which 
the nation feels at the organization that has been 
secured in the German army in which there is a 
guarantee of protection to the Fatherland and 
of the maintenance of peace. It will now be 
your foremost task and common labor with the 

federated governments to care for the raising of 
means to cover the increased expense caused by 
tie increased peace footing of the army. The 
proposals which you will receive wil] move on a 
broad basis, which will be concurrent with the 
new regulations of the financial relations of the 
iupire to its separate members. 

The financial administration has not yet found 
a definite solution of these problems. Past ex- 
perience has, however, proved that arrangements 
between the empire and single States can no 
longer be postponed. The empire's financial 
system must be built pp in such manner that the 
past yaciliations in the empire’s demands on 
single States will be abolished and the pay- 
ments and the empire's return of its surplus to 
the States must be fixed in such manner that a 
legally secured share in the empire's own receipts 
will be secured to the single States for a previ- 
ously fixed period. Such an order of things will 
secure to our State organization, in harmony 
with its Federal character, the undisturbed co- 
operation of the empire and tne s.ng!e States. 

A bill will be laid before the Reichstag re- 
ferring to the new regulation of the empire’s 
financial system. In order to cover the needed 
means bills will be introduced offering to lower 
the taxation of tobacco and wines and raising 
the revenue taxes. Undoubtedly with your co 
operation we will succeed in solving these im- 
portant tasks.

DYNAMITE OUTRAGE AT MARSEILLES, 


Bomb Exploded in Gen. Mathelin’s Rest- 
dence Anarchists Under Arrest, 
Marseziies, Nov. 16.—This city was thrown 

into a state bordering on panic last night by 
an attempt to blow up the residenge of Gen. 
Mathelin, Commander of the Fifteenth Army 
Corps, whose headquarters are in Marseilles, 
Some one managed to pass the sentries with- 
out suspicion and placed in the room in the 
house occupied by the orderlies an infernal 
machine. At midnight a terrific explosion 
shook the houses to. the foundations. After 
the excitement had subsided somewhat the 
police made an investigation. The explosion 
had made a breach in the walls and a large 
quantity of débris hac béen hurled through 
the guards’ room. One of the sentry boxes 
was blown to pieces. Though the orderlies 
were in bed at the time none of them was in- 
jured, Gen. Matthelin was in Paris at the 
time. The windows ofall the houses in the 
vicinity were smashed. 

A women’s school adjacent to the head- 
quarters sustained the most dumage. The 
scene here after the explosion was most ex- 
citing. All the inmates of the school had re- 
tired and when the explosion occurred they 
were thrown into a state bordering on frenzy. 
Many of the girls and women went into hys- 
terics and medical assistance was required to 
restore them to their senses. 

The police found the lid of a tin can that is 
betieved to have contained dynamite. They 
also found an unexplodéd bomb in the cor- 
ridor of the General’s residence, 

Two men have been found who say that 
they saw the man who committed the outrage 
sitting on the steps at the principal entrance 
to the building a short time before the explo- 
sion occurred. It is thought by many per- 
sons the crime is an outcome of the recent 
strike of tram car men here, At that time 
soldiers were employed to protect the com- 
pany in running its cars, and it is believed 
the explosion was caused by some revengeful 
striker. 

A number of arrests have been madein con- 
nection with the explosion. Among tbe pris- 
oners is an Italian Anarchist named Carlo. 
It is reported that an hour before the explo- 
sion occurred he predictod a great calamity 
would happen in Marseilles shortly. The po- 
lice believe that he, if he did not commit the 
outrage himself, knows who did, and he will 
be subjected to the closest questioning by the 
police magistrate. ‘ 

Experts have examined the contents of the 
bomb found in the corridor. They say it con- 
tained gunpowder mixed with a sort of chlor- 
‘ate. The explosive was contained in a large 
meat can. The extemporized bomb shows it 
was made by some person not skilled in the 
manufacture of explosives, and therefore not 
an Anarchist. In some quarters it is surmised 
that the explosion was caused by some mal- 
content soldier. 


MULEY HASSAN REPLIES TO SPAIN. 


The Sultan of Morocco Anxious for Peace, 
but Is Silent About Indemnity. 

Maprip, Nov. 16.—The Spanish Govern- 
ment received today Sultan Muley Hassan’s 
reply to its communication concerning the 
attacks of the Riffs upon Melilla. The Sultan 
declares his friendship for Spain and his 
eagerness to settle the existing trouble and 
remove every difficulty between Morocco and 
Spain. He sent his brother, Muley Araaff, he 
says, with a large force of horsemen to the 
boundary of the Riff territory to advise the 
tribesmen to abandon their hostile attitude 
and allow the Spanish forts to be built. The 
Sultan has ordered the Riff Governors to 
meet Muley Araaff and coéperate with bim 
in pacifying the tribesmen. The Sultan does 
not mention the indemnity which the Spanish 


Government requires for the expenses of 


mobilizing troops and sending men and ma- 
terials to Melilla. With his reply he has sent 
a copy of the circular which he has sent to 
the Riff Governors, reminding them that 
Spain has the right to build forts in the north 
of Melilla, as he himself bought the land and 
presented it to the Spanish Government. The 
circular also threatens the Riffs with the Sul- 
tan’s curse and with dire punishment in case 
they disobey him. 

Meuitua, Nov. 16.—Yesterday there was 
little fightmg. Both day and night there were 
only small skirmishes between the Rifflans and 
the convicts carrying provisions to the forts 
nearest the hostile trenches. Part of the 
Spanish squadron has been ordered to pro- 
ceed at once to Tangier. 

Montreau, Nov. 16.—Bufgett Meakin, ed- 
itor of the Tangier (Morocco) Times, is in 
this city. Inan interview today regarding 
the trouble between the Spaniards and Moors 
he said: | 

It is no wonder that little or nothing is known 
abroad of the real truth of the affair between the 
Spaniards and the Riff tribes on the Morocco 
coast, since the only communication between the 
Spanish settlement of Melilla and Europe is by 
their own privilege, which they have used to some 
purpose in presenting their story of the affair. 
The Sultan of Morocco, who is in no way respon- 
sible for the disturbance, is on the other side of 
the Atlas, where it will be another fort- 
night yet beforeghe hears by souriers on 
foot of what was telegraphed to this 
country a week ago. Spain is unquestionably 
agressive in this matter and has carefully chosen 
her opportunity for raising a hue and cry. I have 
visited Melilla and have known people concerned 
to say that the long and short ot the matter is 
that Spainis bankrupt and that her people are 
disaffected and something must be done to raise 
the wind. As England and France will forbid ber 
appropriating Moorish soil sue will have to be 
content with the return of a few millions of her 
own depreciated dollars now in circulation in 
Morocco.

SLAYER OF EMIN FASRHA IS SHOT. 


Arabs Badly Whipped, Thousands ‘Taken 
Prisoners, and Hundreds Drowned. 
Brusse.s, Nov. 16.—Mail dispatches from 
the Congo Free State have brought the de- 
tails of Capt. Dhanish’s victories over the

all directions. Letters found upon the prison- 
ers showed the Arabs had planned to expel 
the Europeans from the whole Congo 
region. Further north on the Congo 
Capt. Pouthie, after capturing Kibunda, 
half way between Stanley Falls and 
Riba Riba, drove Rachid and Kibonge with 
their men for three days across the country. 
The Europeans made thousands of prisoners 
and seized 1,200 rifles. Among the prisoners 
were twenty-five Arab chiefs, one of them a 
Bibenbon, who killed Emin Pasha in October.

Free State. The murderer was court-martialed 
and shot soon after having been identified. 
The story of Emin Pasha’s death, as reported 
last September, is confirmed again by the 
dispatches received today. The only survivors 
of the massacre were the Zanzibarite, Asinia, 
and Emin’s child, Monsonna, The Arabs 
spared the boy in the expectation that, if en- 
dowed with his father’s brains and energy, he 
might be trained to he u great chief. All of 
Emin’s latest papers were received today and 
were delivered to King Leopold. The leaders

Derbyshire Mine-Owners Confident of the 
Result of the Conference Today. 
Loxpox, Nov. 16.—The coal-mine owners 
in Derbyshire are confident ‘a settlement of 
the great strike will be arrived at at the con- 


4 ference tomorrow at the Foreign Office under 


the Chairmanship of Lord Rosebery. The 
strike, or lockout, has been on nearly four 
months. Many of the men who struck, how- 
ever, are now at work, the masters having 
opened their pits and paid the rate of wages 
that prevailed before the trouble commenced. 
The strike has had the effect of bringing 
about a discussion of a matter concerning the 
coal trade that is seldom heard of. This is 
the immunity the owners of mining royalties 
enjoy. No matter what the price of coal may 
be the men who own the land from which 
the coal is mined receive undiminished their 
impost on every ton that is raised. For the 
most part these land:owners are the hereditary 
aristocracy. The prices of coal before the 
strike had declined to low figures, yet these 
land-owners drew as much in royalties as they 
did when prices were high. The masters also 
claimed that the payment of these royalties 
militated against the continued payment of 
the wages the miners were getting before the 
trouble. When Mr. Gladstone first proposed 
the holding of the conference that will be 
held tomorrow but little confidence was ex- 
pressed in its ability to bring about the end of 
the trouble. Since then there has been a 
change of opinion and it is thought by many 
of those interested that the end of the strike 
is in sight. Soconfident are the Derbyshire 
masters of this that they have already or- 
dered that their pits be ready to resume work 
Monday.

INSULT TO UNCLE SAM. 


BRAZILIAN REBELS ARREST A 
UNITED STATES VIOE-OONSUL 


Robert Grant Held Prisoner on the Insur- 
gent Vessel Iris for No Other Reason, 
Apparently, than That He Did Not Side 
with the Revolutioniste—Peixoto Says 
Conditions Are Unehanged=—Bank of 
England Notes Refased Because Signed 
by Ex-Cashier May.

Nov. 16.—[Copyright, 1893, by James Gor- 
don Bennett. A correspondent in Rio Grande 
sends word that Robert Grant, Vice-Consul 
for the United States, has been made a pris- 
oner by the revolutionists. He was arrested 
during the skirmish between the government 
troops and Gen. Saraiva yesterday, and is now 
confined on board the revolutionary steamer 
Iris, which is off Desterro. The only crime 
of which he is accused, so far as I can learn, 
is that he did not favor the revolutionists. 

Admiral Saldana da Gama has assumed 
command of the rebel fleet. He has assured 
Admiral Mello that he will direct the opera- 
tion of the revolutionary forces in Rio Grande 
do Sul. | 

There was an incident in the harbor of Rio 
yesterday which almost precipitated a conflict 
between the Santa Cruz, and the English 
squadron. The British steamer Nile was mak- 
ing for the harbor, but the guns of the fort 
impeded it. The English warship Beagle was 
notified and conveyed the Nile in. It was 
ready to fire o» the fort at the first sign of 
hostility. Under protection of the Beagle the 
Nile was permitted to enter without further 
trouble. 

New Yorx, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—The Her- 
ald has received the following from Presi- 
dent Peixoto through the Brazilian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs: 

Rro. Nov. 16,—{Editor of The Herald. ]— The 
situation is the same since the last cablegram. 
Yesterday being the fourth anniversary of the 
proclamation of the republic the President re- 
ceived congratulations from the Governors of 
all of the States, Santa Catharina alone except- 
ed. Mrneister Exterior. 

Santa Catharina is the State which has se- 
ceded from the Brazilian Federati¢n. Desterro 
is its capital. It is noticeable that no refer- 
ence is made to any unusual occurrence in 
Desterro, the capital of the provisional gov- 
ernment. It may therefore be assumed that 
the stronghoid, of the revolutionists on land 
has not been captured, as has been printed in 
alleged special advices from Rio. Had the 
government obtained any such significant 
advantage President Piexoto would certainly 
have referred to it. 

A crowd of 200 to 300 seafaring men this 
morning blocked the sidewalk in front of No. 
51 South street, where the work of en- 
gaging crews for the Brazilian warships, El 
Cid and Britannia, was in active progress. 
The entrance was closely guarded by two 
men, who would allow only one manata 
time to go up-stairs. They said the Brazilian 
Consul was above; as well as John H. Quail, 
the shipping agent and representative of C. R. 
Flint & Co. The sailors, it was suid, were 
signing articles for the voyage.

BANK OF ENGLAND NOTES REFUSED.

People Afraid of May’s Signature — The 
Whole Difficulty May Be Aired. 

Loxpox, Nov. 16.—Owing to the reported 
irregularities in the management of the Bank 
of England several cases have occurred where 
refusals have been given to cash Bank of En- 
gland notes bearing the signature of Frank 
May, the late chief cashier of the bank. 

The papers that attempt to estimate the loss 
to the bank are greatly at variance as to the 
amount, It is placed all the way from $100,- 
000 to $3,000,000. It is said the directors of 
the bank today discussed advisability of 
accepting the resignations of two directors. 

’ Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 16.—The Herald's 
London correspondent cables the following 
regarding the trouble in the Bank of England: 

Another sensation has burst upon the financial 
world, involving no less an institution than the 
Bank of England. Some days ago it was pub- 
licly announced that Chief Cashier F. May of the 
Bank of England had resigned his post after twen- 
ty years of service and would retire on a pension 
liverally voted by the directors. It now appears 
that Cashier May not only retires but his resigna- 
tion was demanded by the directors and no pen- 
sion is given for the reason that he has in- 
volved the bank in a heavy loss. The 
cashier was intrusted with almost absolute 
power in making investments. A shirt time 
since the directors found cause to question the 
soundness of his judgment, which was subjecting 
the bank to unaccustomed loss, They voted to 
retire him on ahalf pension. After a further in- 
vestigation of the nature of his investments 
they decided to retire him peremptorily and re- 
fused to pension him. It seems that this offi- 
cer’s son was Chairman or leading director 
in some of the so-called trust compa- 
nies, of which so many have gone to 
the wall during the last twelve months, reveal- 
ing a lamentable state of financial unsoundness. 
In the companies in which his son was so deeply 
interested the cashier of the Bank of England in- 
rested large sums of the bank’s money by virtue 
of the discretionary power intrusted to him. The 
collapse of the companies swamped these invest- 
ments of the Bank of England’s.money. The 
amount is not yet definitly known, but I am told 
that it is not less than $1,000,000, and it may 
possibly be $2,000,000 or $3,000,000. One of 
my informants, whose word is an authority 
in this city says he believes the Bank of England 
has lost several hundred thousand pounds. The 
cashier has been summarily removed, but. the 
bank probably has no means of proceeding 
against him because there is no indication of dis- 
honesty on his part, but only of exceedingly bad 
judgment, and it is said he acted within the lim- 
its of his authority. But the revelations will 
come about in a curious way, for the cashier, bo- 
ing discharged, has not a penny to his name and 
his creditors are about to proceed against him in 
the bankruptcy court, where a full investigation 
will be demanded. The marvel is that the 
Bank of England permits this, for the 
result must show how fallible its ad- 
ministration is and public confidence will be 
seriously disturbed. Financial men cannot un- 
derstand why the bank allowed matters to come 
to the verge of this dangerous disclosure. Why 
did not the bank do for itself in this case what it 
did for the Barings in their historie dilemma? 
The obvious course would have been to have 
quietly paid their cashier's debts and so avoided 
not only the disclosure of the bank's loss 
but what is even more important, the 
peculiar state of the administration, which gave 
an individual unquestioned authority to exercise 
faulty and costly judgment. It reveals a weak 
spot in the strongest financial institution in the 
world and will notenhance the credit of English 
financiering. And this is the result most to be 
feared, for if the British public, in the present 
depressed condition of affairs, should have any 
reason to lose a single grain of its implicit faith 
in the wisdom of the Bank of England there is no 
foretelling the result on this already disturbed

It also appears to us that on the 
present occasion the bank would be well ad- 
vised to depart from its usual and proper 
practice of taking no notice of rumors 
and make known in advance of the 
half-yearly meeting such material facts 
regarding this matter as concerns the public. 
The bank, though a private corporation and 
therefore entitled to keep its affairs to itself, 
is also a national institution and may in cer- 
tain cases be properly called upon to reassure 
the public mind when uneasiness has been 
created by false rumors.“ 

Fairly good tone prevails on the Stock Ex 
change and business remains quiet. Of the 
general rumors of difficulties above referred 
to, and attacking ‘notable. houses, in- 
quiry as to the opinion of the house 
of Rothschild this afternoon was met 
with the response that the rumors were exag- 
gerated and no serious consequences were 
probable, There can be no doubt, however, 
that even more remarkable developments are 
expected in the affairs of the trust companies 
than was outlined Sunday. It must be re- 
membered that these institutions, unlike New 
York trust companies, are not subject to any 
governmental control and have obviously in- 
dulged in almost wild speculation in Ameri- 
can breweries.

NOTHING LIKE A SLIGHT INTENDED. 


Denunciation of Gov. Altgeld by Labor Men 
at Galesburg Purely Personal. 

GaLEssura, III., Nov. 16,.—[Special.]—The 
reading of an editorial from Tne Trrevye in 
this afternoon’s session of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor was the sensation of the day, 
the editorial in effect saying that the federa- 
tion had repudiated Gov. Altgeld. Tuesday 
afternoon Mr. Galvin of Chi presented a 
resolution for the appointment of an out-of- 
work committee to make suggestions regard- 
ing work for the unemployed. Mr. Timblin 
of Chicago saw in the resolution a menace to 
the Governor, andin an impassioned speech 
demanded the restriction of the powers of the 
committee. This speech provoked the storm 
of censure that was then poured on the Gov- 


ernor for refusing to answer the Chicago 
Bricklayers’ Union’s letter and fefusing to 
meet a committee of the Trades Assembly. 
In spite of the opposition of Mr, Timblin and 
others the motion carried and the committee 
was appointed, the federation be satisfied 
that Mr. Galvin had no designs on Altgeld. 

This afternoon, after reading the editorial, 
Mr. Galvin presented this resolution: 

That the State Federation of Labor of Illinois 
in behalf of organized labor indignantly deny 
that we have in any way passed resolutions de- 


nunciatory of John P. Altgeld, Governor of the 
State of Yhinois, for actions toward labor in the 


past. 

The discussion following revealed that while 
Tuesday many had condemned Gov. Altgeid’s 
indifference roundly, and the mot for the 
committee had carried, still no formal reso- 
lution denouncing the Governor and repudiat- 
ing him had been passed, and that the utter- 
ances were those of individual opinions, Mr. 
Grady, Chicago, who had referred to the let- 
ter from the Bricklayers’ Union that Altgeld 
refused to answer, said he would retract noth- 
ing he then said, although believing that the 
federation should set itself right ds hav- 
ing pass no denunciatory resolutions. 
Capt. Powers said he would not retract what 
he said. He was appointed by the Chicago 
Trades Assembly to see Altgeld, went to his 
house and was not received, and the commit- 
tee awaited until two assembly meeti haa

The 
Captain claimed Altgeld was a pub ic officer 
and that they had a right to criticise him, 

H. N. Lohmar, Galesburg, put the capstone 
on the debate when he said there seemed in 
the remarks of the speakers, who espoused 
the resolution setting the federation right, a 
different tone than Tuesday. He sug. 
gested that the presence of a certain man in 
the room, meaning Gomer Shilling, one of 
Altgeld's appointees, might have something 
to do with this change of tone. 

This brought from Pomeroy an indignant 
reply that they were not influenced by Mr. 
Schilling’s presence and that the federation 
would vote for the explanatory resolution ina 
body. The resolution was n „ no 
negative vote being heard. 

A motion to allow George Shilling to ad- 
dress the federation for a moment caused a 
scene, Several delegates opposed the waste 
of any more time in speech-making. The 
courtesy was, however, granted by a decisive 
vote. Mr. Shilling’s remarks were brief. He 
presented a long communication on 
the convict labor question, and recom- 
mended a movement toward putting 
convicts to work on the public 
roads. Some feeling may have existed to- 
ward Mr. Shilling because in a speech in the 
opera-house last night he opposed the general 
scheme of recommendation proposed by Pres- 
ident Madden and already indorsed by the 
federation. This created some talk, as Shil- 
ling was known to be an appointee of Altgeld. 

Among the more important resolutions 
passed by the federation are these:

REBELS SEIZE TOWNS. 


MEXIOAN MARAUDERS 
ROB MORMON

Three Hundred Men Led by Santa Ana

Duma, N. M., Nov. 16.—Couriers just up 
from the scene of the Mexican wise dt re- 
port that the rebels have entered the Mormon 
colonies of Diez, Chihuahua, and Pacheco 
and have taken horses, arms, and supplies, 
but have offered no bodily harm to the colo- 
nists. The rebels are now encamped in the 
foothills of the Sierra Madres awaiting the ap- 
proach of the Mexican troops, who will reach 
the sgene next Tuesday. The refugees who 
have crossed into the United States for pro- 
tection report that the rebels number 800. 
Persons falling into the hands of the rebels 
were robbed of arms and horses and allowed 
to go with the promise to get out of the coun- 
try. The revolutionists are led by Santa Ana 
Perez, 

A large number of Temochian Indians and 
discontented Mexicans have joined the move- 
ment. The rebels nuw have possession of the 
country from the line south 150 miles and 
have met with no resistance. Mexican officials 
say the rebels will be dispersed and ¢aptured 
as soon as troops arrive, but their position is 
such that they will be able to hold out for 
several weeks. Peres, the custam-house 
guard who was shot in the attack upon Palo- 
mas. will likely die from his wounds. The 
present object of the rebels is to provide them- 
selves with supplies and arms in order to cope 
with the troops successfully. 

Pickets stop all persons going into the dis- 
turbed country and order them to get away on 
penalty of death. Mexican troops are com- 
ing from San José and near Nogales and will 
concentrate at Palomas, A battle is cer-

CLAY NOW WANTS TO GO BACK, 


Alleged Kansas City Embezzler Gives Him- 
self UpIs No Charge. 

Charles F. Clay, who is charged with em- 
bezzling between $5,000 and $10,000 from 
the Kansas City Safe Deposit and Savings 
Bank which failed last summer, has given 
himself up to the police in this city. He 
acknoWledges. the charge. Clay was book- 
keeper for the bank for nine years. During 
the fifteen months preceding last Thanks- 
giving day he changed the books to such an 
extent that he was able, it is said, to make a 
discrepancy of from $5,000 to $10,000. A 
year ago he disappeared. a 

The strange part of the case is that while 
Clay gives himself up and acknowledges the 
crime the officers of the bank of Kansas City 
say lie is not wanted there. It is said the 
officers of the bank knew of Clay’s thefts, 
but that no charge was ever made against 
him. Since the bank failed last summer 
President Darragh and Cashier Sattley are 
under indictment for accepting deposits after 
they knew the bank was insolvent. They are 
also being prosecuted in the civil courts. An- 
other — embezzler of $5,000 was never 
prosecut 

Clay last night said he had turnei over to 
President Darrah bank stock sufficient to 


cover his stealings before he left Kansas City. 


He said he left his wife because he had much 
troutle with her. They were married in Lon- 
don and she has returned to England. 


Suffers from Concussion of the Brain,

Deed of Joseph Thas, a Deadwood Miner. 
Tries to Commit Suicide,

J. N. HILL 18 FOUND GUILTY OF MURDER.

Circumstantial Evidence Convicts Him of 
the Killing of Mrs. Rotsler. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Nov. 16.—James Newton 
Hill, charged with the murder of Mrs. Rosa 
Rotzler, widow, of Apollo, Pa., was tonight 
found guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The murder took place March 7 in East Park, 
Allegheny City. Mrs. Rosa Rotzler was 
found there lying on the ground with two bul- 
let wounds in her head and her throat cut 


from ear to ear. On top of her 
body lay the prostrate form of Hill. 
Mrs. Rotzler died immediately. Hili 


was taken to a hospital, where it was thought 
he would die before morning, his throat be- 
ing cut. He got well. Mrs. Rotzler’s hus- 
band owned fast horses, and Hill was em- 

loyed as a trainer. He frequently took Mrs, 
Rotzler out driving. In November, 1892, * 
Rotzler dispensed with Hill's services. 
month later Rotzler died. Hill . 
his friendship with Mrs. Rotzler. He after- 
wards tried to borrow money from her, 
threatening her in different ways if she did 
not give him the money asked for. Hill has 

rotested that an unknown man killed Mrs. 
Rotzler and attempted to take his life. The 
evidence was all circumstantial, but so strong- 
ly against him that he was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. A motion for a 
new trial will be made by Hill's counsel.

TO SEEK JAPAN TRADE 


CHICAGO MERCHANTS TO SEND A 


They Will Start a Wedge to Reverse ® 
‘Balance ‘of Trade Against the United 
States of $20,000,000—William G. Mor- 
ris, Who Has Been There Before, Is the 

Man Selected to Represent the Various 
Interests-What He Thinks of the 


Prospects. 

To reverse a $20,000,000 balance of trade 
against the United States in favor of Japan in 
such a way that Chicago will be many mill- 
ions a year better off is the problem that Chi- 
cago has undertaken to solve. Armour, 
Swift, and a number of representative Chica- 
go business-men have held several meetings 
on the subject and the result of their confer- 
ences is William G. Morris of the firm of Mor- 
ris & Co., safes, No. 147 Fifth avenue, will 
leave for Japan within thirty days. He will 
go there as the authorized agent of several 
Chicago firms. 

Among the classes of goods and manufact- 
ures he will represent are: Packed meats, 
carriages, bicycles, stoves, jewelry, leather, 
boots and shoes, cotton goods, and safes. 

Mr. Norris said yesterday: Les, I am go- 
ing soon, but I cannot give you the names of 
the people in whose interest Iam going with- 
out consulting them. Howis it that I was 
selected to go? Well, perhaps because I know 
something of the country and the people. At 
present the J wp import most of their 
goods from England and Germany. The bal- 
ance of trade in favor of England alone is 
some $40,000,000 a year. The United States 
buys $25,000,000 worth of teas and fancy 
articles from the Ja nese, and on the other 
hand exports only $5,000,000 worth of goods 
yearly to that country. 

Japau Trade Can Be Had. 

Americans have been too independent 
about their neighboring nations, and let other 
countries go ahead and secure the foreign 
trade while they quietly sat by as unconcerned 
as though it did not affect their purses. Now 


the trade in Japan is to be had it we go after 


it, and that is exactly what we propose to do. 

Let me give you an example. Take, for 
instance, cotton yarn. Germany sells $20,- 
000,000 worth a year to Japan. The Ger- 
mans buy all their cotton in America. 
It is shipped to Europe, spinned 
there, and then shipped to Japan. 
Some of these goods have come back to the 
United States pas are shipped by the over- 
land route to San Francisco and from there 
by vessels to Japan. In this way the Japanese 
pay the freight on the cotton we grow at home 
to Germany and back. We have spinners in 
the South almost right on the cottonfields 
and permit foreigners to take trade from us 
to which we are certainly better entitled by 
way of natural location. 

The United States is only eighteen days 


from Yokohama, while it takes forty- 
five days to reach it from Ger- 
many by way of the Suez Canal. 


The toll i through the Suez Canal are 
also expensive. The vessel on which I sailed 
through the canal paid $10,000 for its ton- 
nage, This amount, too, had to be paid in cash 
betore we were allowed to pass. In addition to 
this every passenger puys $2.50 toll. In 
fact, the charges are so high that no sailing 
vessels pass through the Suez Canal. Only 
large steamers which carry a great amount of 
tonnage can afford to pay these rates. 


Great Chance for Chicago. 


I was in Japanin 1891 and traveled through 
the country for four months, I have every 
reason to believe that an extensive trade with 
Japan can be opened up, and what is better 
still is that Chicago can increase it to millions 
of dollars yearly. The country is one of op- 
portunities, The people are polite and easy to 
approach. They pay cash tor all they buy, 
which is one advantage over many other for. 
eigners. American goods are in demand 
there and I believe can easilv be disposed of. 

Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 16.—Trade between 
North Pacific coast and the Orient is heavier 
just now than ever before.

FAVOR OF NEW TORK. 


National Transportation Association Takes 
Action ou the Complaint of Other East- 
ern Citie Freight Committee of Con- 
tral Traffic Association Makes Many 
Changes The Rock Island Buys the 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Pacific at 
Master of Chancery Sale for $5,204,812. 

BALTI MOE, Md., Nov. 16.—The National 
Trangportation Association, which began its 
annual session yesterday, was this morning 
addressed by Congressman Bellamy Storer of 
Ohio. Mr. Storer is Chairman of the Sub- 
committee on Inter-State Commerce, and he 
spoke of the relations of this committee to the 
commercial interests. Delegates are present 
from ali the more prominent commercial or- 
ganizations in the country, 

Mr. Jerome Carty of Philadelphia made an 
address on the discrimination of the trunk 
line railroads against Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, and Boston in favor of New York in 
car service and transportation charges. He 
asserted that the matter deserves the seriou, 
consideration of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission. Mr. Carty introduced a reso- 
lution in consonance with his remarks and it 
was adopted. The resolution provides for a 
committee to ascertain whether the charges 
exacted by or the failure to charge for serv- 
ices rendered by trunk line railroads at cer- 
tain Atlantic seaboard cities constitute dis- 
crimination under the inter-State commerce 
act and report to the association at its next 
meeting. This committee is as follows: E. 
P. Wilson. Cincinnati; Jerome Carty, Phila- 
delphia; William 5. Young. Baltimore; D. 
W. Raulet, Boston; D. E. Richardson, Chi.

The Classificatic n com mittee suggested that 
as railroads charge demurrage to the con- 
signees for delays in unloading cars it is but 
just that the railroads pay demurrage for un- 
reasonable delays in transportation. A stand- 
ing committee for inter-State commerce 
legislation was named and instructed to meet 
between the association’s sessions. It was 
wuthorized to lay before Congress euch mat- 
ters as need attention in advancing business 
interests.

MANY CHANGES IN FREIGHT RATES. 
Work Done by the Freight Committee of 
the Central Traffic Association. 

The Freight. committee of the Central 
Traffic Association, which has been in session 
at the association rooms in the Monadnock 
Building for the last three days, adjourned 
yesterday, after having disposed of all the 
subjects named in Commissioner Blanchard’s 
docket. The committee decided that the pro- 
portional lumber rates from Ohio River 
points to Central Traffic Association territory 
may be applied on kindling-wood in bundies, 
carioads. The basis of proportional rates to 
apply from Ohio River points on oranges and 
lemons coming from the South was fixed at 
second-class, 
L., minimum weight 24,000 pouads. It was 
decided to recommend to the trunk lines tc 
abrogate all divisions with boats on traffic 
from Ohio River landings, Paducah to New 
Albany inclusive, destined to Eastern cities 
via Ohio River crossings. A rate of $2 per 
ton on fire brick and clay from Gas City, Ind., 

to Pittsburg, Pa., was authorized. 

It was agreed that the usual concession ac- 
corded State and district fairs may be applied 
on fat stock shipped to the American Fat 
Stock show, to be held in Chicago Dec. 4 to 
9. The.committee corcurred in the recom. 
mendation of the Boston Freight committee 
that west-bound rates on binding twine and 
articies taking same rates, in carloads, be ad- 
vanced to the basis of 25 cents New York to 
Chicago. It was recommended to the trunk 
lines that petroleum and its products in tank 
cars wili be delivered only when consigned to 
parties at points at which there are proper 
unloading and storage facilities, and when 
shipments in tank cars are sent to parties 
who bave not such facilities the shipments 
will be returned to shippers at 
their risk and expense. The trunk 
lines were also requested to concur in 
the recommendation that egg racks be consid- 
ered part of the necessary fitting of refrigera- 
tor cars, and that they be returned free trom 
points of destination to points of origin. The 
free return to be via the lines over which the 
loaded cars were forwarded, It was decided 
that the new basis of rates from Gentral Traf- 
fic Association to trunk line points not appli- 
cable to western termini of the trunk lines be 
made effective Jan. 1. 1894, and that the pro- 
posed scale of class rates between all points 
in Central Traffic Association territory, in- 
cluding trunk line termini, be adopted and 
put in effect March 1, 1804. 


PURCHASED BY THE ROCK ISLAND. 


It Secures the Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Pacific Railroad. 


Minneapo.is, Minn., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 

The Wisconsin, Minnesota and Pacific rail- 
road was disposed of at Master’s sale under 
decree of mortgage foreclosure at noon to- 
day by Oscar B. Hillis of St. Paul, Special 
Master in Chancery. Mortgage bonds with 
unpaid coupons and interest aggregating 
$5,160,753 were held by the Metropolitan 
Trust company of New York. Mr. Sheldon 
bid the road in for the United States Trust 
company of New York as trustee under the 
first mortgage, collateral and extension, dat- 
ed July 4, 1884, for the, Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railway company for $5,204,812. 
He made a cash payment of over $50,000 to 
comply with the decree of the court. The 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific takes im- 
mediate possession and no change in the cun- 
duct of the road will occur, 

The Duluth, Mesaba and Northern road is 
to be double-tracked and Leonadis Merritt is 
now in New York making financial arrange- 
ments to begin the work at once. There will 
be very little rock work and thgrefore the un- 
dertaking will not be a very serious one. It 
is calculated that the saving in the number of 
cars that can be expeditiously moved will 
fully compensate for the cost of the double 
track in a very short time,

The Twenty-six Commissioners Return to 
Chicago Greatly Impressed with the 
Commercial Advantages of the Missis- 
sippi Valley=Splendid Entertainment 
in New Orleans and Other Southern 

Cities Plans for Writing a Comprehen- 
sive History of the Exposition. 


The Illinois Central railroad’s special ex- 
eursion train given to World's Fair Commis- 
missioners from Latin American countries 
ended yesterday morning with the return of 
the train to Chicago. Twenty-six Commis- 
sioners, representing Mexico, the Argentine 
Republic, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Costa 
Rica, Guatemala, and Uruguay, made the 
trip to New Orleans and return, stopping at 
various points of interest along the line and 
examining into the industrial conditions of 
the country traversed by the Illinois Central.

The 
succeeding day the Commissioners were given 
a carriage drive about the city, with visits to 
the principal points of interest, and recep- 
tions weregiven them in the city hall, the 
custom-house, and in the clubs of the city. 
That night a banquet was given them in the 
assembly room of the old State-House, now 
the Hotel Royal, Saturday there was an ex-

ARCHITECT SAYS BUILDING IS SAFE. 


W. W. Boyington Denies Statements About 
the Board of Trade Structure. 

W. W. Boymgton, the architect of the 
Board of Trade Building, takes strong excep- 
tions to the published report of Gen. William 
Sooy-Smith and Henry Ives Cobb on the con- 
dition of the foundation of that building. In 
the report of Gen. Sooy-Smith and Mr. Cobb 
they stated the walls were uneven from set- 
tling and pointed out the weak spote in the 
structure, giving the opinion that certain por- 


extent as to render italarming unless speedi- 
ly repaired. Architect Boyington takes 
up the report and answers it seri- 
atim, denying in rticular the assertions 
in Gen. Sooy-Smith’s statement in which 
he conveys the impression that during 
his two. years of investigation the building has 
settled eight inches. He does not say,” 
says Mr. Boyington, whether it is the whole 
building or any particular portion.“ But 
whether it be the whole or any part Mr. Boy- 
ington him to prove it, It has not 
settled in the worst place two inches in the 
last two years. According to the letter Gen. 
Sooy-Smith says: The southeast corner of 
the structure has settled less than the south- 
west corner. This sinking has resulted in two 
large cracks appearing in the south wall the 
entire height of the building.“ This would 
convey the impression that the south wall was 
separating and had actually broken apart 
from top to bottom. This statement is also 
denied by Mr. Boyington, who claims 
there is no foundatien whatever 
for such statements. Gen. Sooy-Smith 
says further: wf | find that the 
sinking is so uneven as to cause much greater 
alarm. The northwest corner of the building 
is the worst; it is now almost entirely sepa- 
rated from the rest of the structure. I find a 


, crack two inches wide between it and the par- 


tition wall. The wall is in bad condition.“ 
Mr. Boyington tinds the walls all sound in the 
northwest corner of the building and says it 
is the best portion of the entire building and 
is cracked the least, and says the northwest 
corner referred to has separated from the 
iron column that carries the north end of one 
of the main roof trusses, not attached to the 
walls in question. Itis built entirely inde- 
pendent of the corner walls from top to bot- 
tom. The front walls, he claims, may be 
taken entirely away and the column may 
stand free and independent or the truss may 
be taken entirely away and the front corner 
will stand independent by itself. 

Mr. Boy n pronounces the building en- 
tirely safe. ere is not the least alarming 
danger. That the building has settled un- 
evenly he admits, but claims that the building 
is now at rest and that it has reached its 
maximum oi unequal settlement and is per- 
fectly safe. 


FOR TRYING TO BRIBE THE EXAMINERS, 


John Riley Pays a Fine for His Efforts= 
United States Court Sentences. 

John Riley burst into tears as he stood be- 
fore Judge Grosscup in the United States 
Court yesterday and waited for sentence to be 
pronounced upon him for attempting to bribe 
the civil service examiners of Chicago’s Post- 
otfice. Riley is a middle-aged man who has 
been employed as coachman by Allen Conk- 
lin. Last summer he was an applicant for 
the position of letter-carrier ana underwent 
the usual examination. Before the board had 
passed upon the merits of his papers Riley be- 
came possessed of the idea that his percentage 
would be too low, and he wrote a letter to the 
Secretary of the board inclosing a $50 bill 
and asking to be recorded as having passed. 
Riley was arrested and indicted. He entered 
a plea of guilty yesterday, and his attorney 

ed the court to be lenient. The Judge 
let him off with a fine of $50, which he paid. 

George W. Pratt, indicted for sending cir- 
culars through the mails advertising articles 
of an improper character, was fined $100.
